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Jeff Willoh (Hon) won both 250cc main 
events and defending series champion 
Buddy Antunez (Suz) topped both 
125cc classes during rounds 13 and 14 
of the AMA/PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series in Uniondale, New York, Janu- 
ary 8-9. Willoh won Friday's 250cc fea- 
ture over Cliff Palmer (Kaw) and Ty 
Wallace (Yam), while Antunez topped 
Willoh and Palmer in the 125cc main. 
On Saturday night, Willoh topped 
Antunez and Jeromy Buehl (Hon) in 
the 250cc class, while Antunez came 
back and won the 125cc feature over 
Wallace and Buehl. After 14 rounds of 
the 34-round series, Palmer leads the 
series standings over Antunez, 431-406. 
Willoh is third with 399 points. 


Brian McGavran (Yam) won both the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes in the opening 
round of the GFI Winter Series, held at 
Glen Helen Raceway in San Bernardino, 
California, on January 10. McGavran 
beat Rusty Holland (Suz) and Brett 
Racine (Kaw) in the 125cc class before 
topping Holland and Ty Kady (Yam) in 
the 250cc class. 


According to Colin Edwards II, a front- 
fork adjustment has made all the differ- 
ence in the world to his factory. Castrol 
Honda RC45. Edwards tested at the 
Suzuka Circuit in Japan in December 
and lapped two seconds quicker than 
what he'd qualified with at the Suzuka 8

"I hadn't 
ridden in a couple of months, so it was 
good to get out there," said Alexander, 
the defending AMA 750cc Supersport 
Champion said.

It 
was just to get everybody comfortable. 
We have new people, a new team and 
new riders, and it was Damon’s first 
time at Willow. Everybody seemed 
really happy.

The West Virginia Supreme Court has 
upheld a trial court's award of nearly 
$400,000 in attorney fees to American 
Suzuki and its parent company, Suzuki 
Motor Corporation of Japan, according 
to a release from Suzuki. The award 
was granted against a plaintiff for his 
fraudulent conduct in connection with 
a products-liability lawsuit filed 
against Suzuki. "This case illustrates 
the significance of sanctions, including 
awarding of attorney fees, when valu- 
able court resources have clearly been 
wasted and litigants with valid claims 
have experienced delayed access to the 
judicial system based on a claim that is 
both fraudulently asserted and pur- 
sued," the Court stated. The case, Pritt 
vs. Suzuki Motor Corporation, 
involved a plaintiff's claim that he suf- 
fered permanent injuries in an accident 
that allegedly occurred while he was 
riding a Suzuki ATV. The plaintiff, Dr. 
Donald S. Pritt, filed a lawsuit against 
Suzuki, alleging that as a consequence 
of the accident he was permanently dis- 
abléd and could walk only in a 
stooped-over manner and with the 
assistance of a cane. He further claimed 
that he was no longer able to work, and 
that his intelligence quotient had been 
reduced to about 60. During pretrial 
proceedings, however, Suzuki's coun- 
sel obtained several hours of videotape 
showing Dr. Pritt performing numer- 
ous tasks that were clearly inconsistent 
with his claimed injuries. 


Although the all-new New Zealand 
BSL 500 Grand Prix team has 
announced its presence in the 1999 
500cc World Championship, the Inter- 
national Road Racing Teams' Associa- 
tion (IRTA) has yet to accept its entry, 
according to Cycle News contributor 
Darryl Flack. Though IRTA recently 
released its provisional 500cc GP entry 
list without the BSL 500 or its rider 
Mark Willis, IRTA will be closely mon- 
itoring the BSL and Willis in the open 
IRTA test at Phillip Island in Australia, 
January 26-29, to assess the team's eligi- 
bility. "IRTA has made its position 
clear, so we must start to prove our- 
selves at Phillip Island," said BSL team 
coordinator Dave Stewart. "Although I 
wouldn't call it a formality, I’m very 


confident that the BSL and Mark will be : 


able to satisfy IRTA that the bike will be 
competitive, which will obviously 
improve with more testing.”

Max Biaggi's Ferrari aspirations seem 
to be more than just daydreams, as the 








Italian road racer has a full-bore test of 
the Formula One car scheduled for Jan- 
uary 18 at the factory’s own Fiorano 
test circuit. Biaggi is hoping for a full 
day to try to get the measure of the 
awesomely powerful Ferrari, as driven 
by Michael Schumacher. “I am serious 
about this,” Biaggi said. “It’s not just a 
fun day for me.” Earlier, he’d told how 
John Surtees, the only man to win 
World titles on two and four wheels, 
had encouraged him, but warned him 
not to leave it too late. Meanwhile, 
although Biaggi’s name appears along- 
side that of Carlos Checa in the provi- 
sional GP entry list (released in the first 
week of January) riding for Yamaha 
Racing Team, there has still been no 
official confirmation that he has signed, 
either from the Yamaha factory or 
expected sponsors Marlboro. 


Ricardo Tormo, luckless one-time 50cc 
Grand Prix road racer, has died at the 
age of 46 of leukemia. The Spanish rider, 
who won 21 GPs in the 50cc class as 
well as the championship in 1978 and 
1981, riding a Bultaco, ended his career 
prematurely at the start of 1984. Testing 
a new Derbi in the factory grounds, he 
collided with a car and suffered cata- 
strophic leg injuries. 


Aprilia will return to the 500cc Grand 
Prix class for 1999, with thwarted near- 
'98 250cc World Champion Tetsuya 
Harada at the controls of a completely 
revised and updated version of the 
super-250, which came close to success 
before being withdrawn in 1998. The 
news broke with the release of the pro- 
visional entry lists early in January. 
Harada had earlier expressed doubts, 
but successful tests on the revised bike, 
combined with factory pressure to clear 
the way for Valentino Rossi as their only 
250cc rider, evidently won him over. 
The race department has not been idle 
during the V-twin's year out of racing, 
and a full program of evolutionary 
changes has considerably improved the 
all-around performance of the light- 
weight bike, last raced by Doriano Rom- 
boni to a best of third in the Dutch 
Grand Prix. So said Aprilia develop- 
ment engineer Jan Witteveen, in an 
exclusive telephone interview with Cycle 
News GP correspondent Michael Scott in 
which he said the two-cylinder machine 
was likely to get priority over the trou- 
blesome V-four project for 1999. "T still 
have complete faith in the concept," he 
said. "The factory priorities are firstly to 
maintain our competitive level in the 
125 and 250 classes; secondly, to devel- 
op the new Superbike (Australian veter- 
an Peter Goddard has signed to race- 
develop the Ducati-like V-twin); and 
thirdly, to re-enter the 500 class. We will 
continue with the V-four project, and we 
are building our second prototype. But 
in the short term, we are more likely to 
race the V-twin." 


John Kocinski is now almost certain to 


come back with an Erv Kanemoto 
Honda next season, after testing the ex- 
Biaggi bike after the end of last season, 
with backing expected from Shell 
Advance, Australia-sourced funding 
which last year ran a pair of V-twin 500 
Hondas. The second rider would then 
be Garry McCoy, who made an impres- 
sive class debut on one of the Shell bikes 
last season until injury at Brno in the 
Czech Republic cut his season short. 
With the deal still in the planning 
stages, it is not yet known whether 
McCoy would race a V-twin or а V-four, 
but Kocinski would be certain to get a 
factory V-four, fulfilling his own pledge 
to Kanemoto, who was left high-and dry

by Biaggi's departure to Yamaha. 
Kanemoto has two entries on the provi- 
sional list, both with riders "to be 
announced.” 


Modenas has entered Jean-Michel 
Bayle after a last-minute threat that he 
may be taken by Erv Kanemoto - and 
the Frenchman will be joined by another 
rider, also “to be announced.” The 
favored candidate is Texan Mike Hale, 
whose once-promising career has nose- 
dived after unsuccessful seasons of 
World Superbike racing with Ducati 
and Suzuki, followed by his disastrous 
AMA season with Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati. 


Top British 250cc GP rider Jeremy 
McWilliams is still awaiting confirma- 
tion that his QUB Team Optimum out- 
fit will get a factory Aprilia for next 
season. Passed over once again for a 
works Honda even after his sterling 
efforts on a private 250cc last season, 
McWilliams was determined that he 
would only come back on a machine 
with race-winning potential - and the 
name remains blank on the provisional 
IRTA entry list. There is confirmation 
that Japanese superstar Shinya Nakano 
will join Olivier Jacque in the revived 
Yamaha factory effort, riding the new 
factory bike. Honda's numbers are 
strengthened by the confirmation of 
champion Loris Capirossi's switch to 
Honda with Team Gresini. One new 
recruit is likely to enliven the class: last 
year's near-125cc World Champion 
Tomomi Manako, riding a Yamaha for 
Team Kurz. 


Japan's Kazuto Sakata is to switch from 
Aprilia to Honda for the first time, for 
his defense of his 125cc World Champi- 
onship. It now seems likely that he will 
join Team Pileri, after rejecting Aprilia 
offers from both his 1998 UGT team and 
from DocShop. The reverse switch sees 
strong Italian 125cc riders Mirko 
Giansanti, Roberto Locatelli and Gian- 
luigi Scalvini as well as promising 
Frenchman Arnaud Vincent with 
works-backed Aprilias. Yamaha has dis- 
appeared from the 125cc class, but Derbi 
is back in, with their new Harald Bartol- 
designed machines ridden by ex-Yama- 
ha ace Youichi Ui and newcomer Pablo 
Nieto. 


Three of 13-time World Champion 
Angel Nieto's sons are now in GP rac- 
ing - but it remains to be seen which 
will be the fast one. Angel Nieto Jr. is 
an unlikely candidate, entering his 
third full season with no fireworks so 
far. Pablo Nieto will join him in the 
125cc class, with Alfonso Nieto com- 
ing in as a Yamaha-mounted 250cc 
rookie. 


The 1999 World Superbike Champi- 
onship will visit Germany twice, 
according to the latest schedule issued 
by the FIM. The original June 13 round 
scheduled for the Nurburgring remains 
on the schedule, with Hockenheim tak- 
ing an open date on September 12. Mis- 
ano in Italy has also been confirmed as 
the site of the San Marino round of the 
series, scheduled for June 27. The 1999 
calendar is as follows: March 27 - Kyala- 
mi, South Africa; April 18 - Phillip 
Island, Australia; May 2 - Donington Park, 
England; May 16 - Albacete, Spain; May

Two vs. four 


Desperate for another opinion on the 
YZA00-in-the-250cc-class debate? Here 
you go: Based on my limited under- 
standing of engines, I believe that the 
reverse pulsing of the exhaust charge in 
a two-cycle motor packs extra intake 
gases back from the exhaust pipe into 
the cylinder, creating a sort of natural 
supercharging. This allows a 250cc two- 
stroke, by my rough calculations, to con- 
tain about 360cc of fuel/air mixture 
before combustion. 

A four-cycle enjoys no such effect 
and in fact is unable, at speed, to even 
completely fill its combustion chamber 
before the beginning of the compression 
stroke. I figure the practical capacity of a 
400cc four-cycle motor to be about 352cc 
of fuel/air mixture. It therefore seems 
that when we compare apples and 
apples, or in this case the amount of 
combustible mixture available to pro- 
duce power, the bikes are fairly equal. 
Combine this with the fact that a four- 
cycle motor only gets the chance to burn 
this mixture every other revolution, and 
it seems that any superiority the YZ400 
has comes from exceptional design and 
execution - not an unfair advantage.

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Aprilia and Renault still talking? 

Informed rumors continue to link 
Aprilia with the French car giant 
Renault, whose rival Peugeot is 
France's largest scooter manufacturer 
and which, aside from dominating the 


home market, is currently breaking . 


sales records in many countries on the 


back of the European scooter boom; the. 


125 Peugeot Speedfight is Britain's 
best-selling powered two-wheeler 
under 500cc, for example. 

Renault is understood to see a link 
with Aprilia as a means of countering 
that dominance, by offering the Italian 
scooters shared showroom floor space 
alongside their cars. But, as reported in 
this column six months ago, there are 
strong indications that the joint venture 
extends to the design of a range of 
600cc-to-1000cc V-four engines bearing 


the Aprilia name but developed on its ` 


behalf by the Renault Sport division, 
using the same engineers who pro- 
duced the Formula One World Title V- 
10 engines that dominated car racing's 
elite class for half a decade in Williams 
and Benetton chassis before Renault's 
withdrawal from Formula One a year 
ago. 





Renault Sport has already produced 
a motorcycle engine, at one stage 
removed - one that's just entering pro- 
duction, having been designed by their 
Sodemo colleagues, who are responsi- 
ble for research and development of the 
Renault factory's touring-car and rally- 
competition contenders. That is, of 
course, the 72-degree V-twin Voxan, 
which has now at last reached the start- 
up stage of production after three short 
years of development. Just as manufac- 
ture of the planned series of preproduc- 
tion bikes was commencing at the 
Issoire factory in December, there came 
the news that Voxan boss Jacques 
Gardette has sold a 10-percent slice of 
the shareholdings to a very prestigious 
partner: France's Dassault-Systeme. A 
division of the huge aviation conglom- 
erate responsible for such benchmark 
warplanes as the Mirage jet fighter, 
Dassault-Systeme is headed by Laurent 
Dassault, himself a bike enthusiast who 
has apparently taken a token slice of 
Voxan equity in order to become per- 
sonally involved with a project close to 
his heart. 

Voxan will thus benefit not only 
from the added credibility of such a 





prestigious partner but also from Das- 
sault's sophisticated CAD/CAM oper- 
ation, as well as its buying power, 
says Gardette, who will also rely on 
his new partner's worldwide market- 
ing expertise in gearing up Voxan's 
export operation to kick off in the year 
2000. 


Speed-up Derbi 

Derbi's return to Grand Prix racing in 
the 125cc class in 1999 with its own 
motorcycle - exactly one decade after 
the final 80cc World Champion Manuel 
“Champi” Herreros won the last of the 
Spanish marque's total of 10 World 
Championship titles back in 1989, and 
11 years after Jorge Martinez “Aspar” 
clinched the company's last 125cc 
crown - has now been confirmed, with 
а works team to be run next season on 
behalf of the Barcelona-based factory 
by Italian team manager Giampiero 
Sacchi. The riders have also been 
announced: ex-Yamaha 125cc GP star 
Youichi Ui, and a famous name from 
Derbi's history books - Pablo Nieto, 
youngest son of Spanish GP legend 
Angel Nieto, five of whose 13 (or, as he 
superstitiously prefers to refer to them, 





^12«1"!) World titles were scored on 
Derbi machines. 

Derbi's R&D team is hard at work 
on developing the new motorcycle's 
engine - understood to be a rotary- 
valve design like that of the reigning 
Aprilia World Champion, as well as of 
all previous works Derbi GP racers in 
the past - which is set to be housed in a 
chassis designed in Britain by TWR, 
who collaborated with Kenny Roberts 
on his Modenas project until K.R. broke 
away to design his second-generation 
bikes in-house. 

Derbi aims to be on the starting grid 
for the first GP of the 1999 season in 
Malaysia, though time may be too short 
to get in much testing beforehand. Still, 
it'S good to see another famous name. 
returning to the GP world - alongside 
the return of the Bultaco marque (now 
also under Derbi's control) to the 
World Trials scene in the coming year, 
with the new Sherco. 


The Ducati legend grows 

If you're a fan of Ducati's most famous 
range of bevel-drive twins, the SS, 
there's a must-have book hitting the 
shelves: Ian Falloon's new history, 


Italian star 

The star of the Bologna Show that opened in Italy at the 
beginning of December was the new Aprilia RSV1000SP 
- the ultra-trick and ultra-costly (selling for 50 million 
lire, or about $32,000 each) street-legal basis for the step 
up by the Italian World Champions in 125 and 250cc GP 
racing into the World Superbike series in 1999, when 
Australian Peter Goddard rides a single bike for the fac- 
tory-backed team run by Nando de Cecco. 

Like the Yamaha R7 of comparable specification and 
price, the Mille SP is a racer-with-lights that will only be 
built in very limited numbers: just 150 units to begin 
with, anyway - the minimum quantity required for WSC 
homologation by any European manufacturer. This is 
important, because in many key areas, especially engine 
dimensions and chassis design, the hand-built SP is sig- 
nificantly different from the volume-production 
RSV1000 sportbike launched last summer, which repre- 
sented Aprilia's long-awaited entry into the large-capaci- 
ty four-stroke market. 

So, for the purposes of homologation as well as per- 
formance, the Mille SP must be regarded as a new model 
in its own right, just as the Ducati 996SPS is a different 
product from the 916. 

As proof of this, the Aprilia's Rotax-built, 60-degree 
V-twin engine has been developed in cooperation with 

| Cosworth in Britain to deliver a claimed 150 bhp at the 
gearbox at 11,000 rpm, making it the most powerful 
twin-cylinder motorcycle on the market in SP guise, 
compared with the stock RSV1000's 128 bhp at 9250 rpm. 
| Though delivered only when the bike is fitted with a 
| racing version of the carbon-canned titanium exhaust 
| and a remapped EPROM chip for the Nippondenso EFI 
| (both are included in the SP's stiff price, along with a 
| racing stand and machine cover), this impressive horse- 
power is produced at high revs, underlining the SP's 
| more radical internal dimensions of 100 x 63.4mm for a 
capacity of 996cc, against the standard Mille's 97 x 
| 67.5mm/998cc format, or the 98 x 66mm layout common 
among its 916/TL1000/VTR1000/VR1000 rivals. 

This is the same ultra-short-stroke 100mm-bore con- 
figuration as the forthcoming Moto Guzzi VA-10 Super- 
bike V-twin engine announced last summer, and under- 
scores Aprilia's determination to match the benefits of 
Ducati's desmodromic positive valve operation with 
their valve-spring V-twin, via high revs - thus breaking 
new ground in terms of piston speed for a large-capacity 
twin-cylinder engine. Expect close to 13,000-rpm engine 
speeds for Goddard's works superbike racer, though it's 
surprising that the bore size of the twin throttle bodies 
used on the Nippondenso EFI remains the same as the 
stock Mille at 51mm (Ducati uses 60mm on its Superbike 
World Champion), and there is still only a single injector 
per cylinder on the sequential EFI (Ducati uses two on 

| the road SPS, and three on the racer). 

The SP's cylinder heads аге the same castings as the 

| original bike, but with a reworked, smaller combustion 
| chamber, while the bigger bore also allows Aprilia to fit 


alves (using revised profiles for the double 


overhead camshafts per cylinder), which, however, 
means there's only room for.a single spark plug on 
each head, rather than the dual ignition of the stock 
Mille. 

The dry-sump engine's double-oil-pump lubrication 
system has also been revised, with a larger extraction 
pump, while the water and oil radiators have also been 
upsized. Maximum torque is also improved, with 79.6 
ft.-Ib. at 8500 rpm delivered in track configuration, 
against the 75.9 ft.-Ib. at 7000 rpm of the stock Mille. 

Aprilia chassis guru Gaetano Cocco's heavily revised 
twin-spar frame for the SP also breaks new ground, with 
the V-twin engine located 5mm higher than in the stock 
Mille, in order to compact the mass and reduce the polar 
moment, for more stable yet responsive steering. 

But just as on Aprilia's title-winning GP two-strokes, 
the position of the engine within the chassis can be 
altered to optimize weight distribution and handling - 
the first time on a four-stroke, or on any street bike, that 
this has been available. 

This will, for example, avoid the problems with 
which Honda has had to grapple throughout the life of 
the RC45, in having the engine in essentially the wrong 
place for ideal handling: Aprilia teams can just change to 
suit. In addition, while 20-percent stiffer than the stock 
Mille frame, the SP chassis has an adjustable swingarm 
pivot at the rear, with an Ohlins shock, while up front 
the reinforced steering head allows the fork angle to be 





altered one degree either side of the stock 24.5-degree 
setting. 

The adjustable triple clamps housing the 43mm 
Ohlins racing forks fitted as standard also allow trail to 
be varied 10mm either side of the stock 97mm setting. 
Basically, on the SP, Cocco has brought the multi- 
adjustable chassis geometry of his race-winning GP 
package to the street - and thence to the World Super- 
bike grid, as well as to the new Stocksport support class, 
in which the new Aprilia seems set to be perhaps the 
leading twin-cylinder contender against the Yamaha R1 
and other one-liter fours. 

Thanks to copious use of carbon fiber, including all 
the single-seater bodywork (apart from the six-gallon 
fuel tank, which is now alloy rather than the stock 
Mille's steel), the SP weighs in at a claimed 407 pounds 
dry in street form - 8.8 pounds less than the stock 
RSV1000. 

Though basically unchanged in styling, the SP is even 
more aerodynamic than the Mille, breaking the bench- 
mark 0.30 Cx barrier for the first time in a street produc- 
tion motorcycle, thanks to a lower front ride height and 
thus reduced frontal area. This impressive new super- 
bike contender confirms Aprilia's entry into the big 
league, and will be available early this year. How many 
of the production run's planned 150 bikes end up on the 
street rather than on the race track will be an interesting 
question, though. 








Laverda turning to liquid? 

With Francesco Tognon's takeover at Bimota 
now confirmed (the Italian textile magnate has 
50 percent of the equity in the restructured 
prestige marque, with former owners SCM and 
other minority shareholders taking up the bal- 
ance, all jointly earmarking 20 billion lire ($12 
million) in investment funds to revitalize the 
company), attention now turns to his former 
marque, Laverda, in which he retains a 10-per- 
cent shareholding. 

On November 23, 1998, a meeting of the 
Laverda board of directors voted to put the 
company into voluntary liquidation - but only 
as an interim move toward restructuring it. 

"This sounds much worse than it is," says 
Laverda sales director Aurelio Lolli, "but it's 





only a necessary step under Italian law, aimed 
at setting the company on a new course. Our 
expansion of the Laverda marque continues as | 
before, with our work force paid as normal, | 
and in fact we're planning to further increase | 
production in 1999 to around 4000 units, from 

| 


the 2000 built this year, as compared to just 667 
motorcycles in 1997. And our new three-cylin- 
der engine will go on the dyno for the first time 
right around the first of the year, as projected. 
It's business almost as usual." 

Industry sources reveal that this situation 
has been brought about by Tognon's split with 








the Spezzapria cousins, Nadir and Roberto, 
whom he brought on board a year ago to beef up Laver- 
da's operation but who now own a majority of the equi- 
ty. A move to increase the company’s capital five-fold to 
15 billion lire ($9 million) in order to underwrite produc- 
tion of the new three-cylinder range, as well as to further 
improve quality of manufacture at Laverda's Zane facto- 
| ry, was declined by the Tognon faction on the Laverda 
| board. 

Hence the Spezzaprias' decision to draw a line under 
the present operation and start afresh, with new partners 
- but first they needed to present a clean balance sheet to 
the trio of outside investors, all from within the motor- 

. cycle industry, to whom they're understood to be talk- 
ing. Unconfirmed rumors place one of these as Harley- 
Davidson, still looking for a European partner after the 
collapse of their negotiations with KTM, and another as

new three-cylinder superbike engine, which has been 
under development at the Zane factory near Vicenza for 
the past two years. A product of Laverda's R&D team of 
ex-Lamborghini Formula One engineers headed by 
Nicola Materazzi, who continues to supervise its devel- 
opment as a consultant after his retirement, this fuel- 
injected DOHC 12-valve in-line engine has been revealed 
as being a substantially oversquare, ultra-short-stroke 
unit measuring 85 x 52.8 mm, for a capacity of 899cc. 
With the Weber-Marelli EFI featuring three throttle bod- 
ies measuring 50mm each, utilizing a very steep angle of 


containing a huge amount of reliable 


downdraft and feeding large inlet valves set at a flat 
total included angle of 26 degrees to the exhausts, and 
with offset chain camshaft drive on the right side, the 
modern-looking liquid-cooled engine is targeted to pro- 
duce 135 bhp at the rear wheel in street-legal form, at 
11,000 rpm (but to rev to over 13,000 rpm in superbike 
race guise). 

The nominally wet-sump design sees a typically Ital- 
ian, long, slim oil tank under the crankcases, with a six- 
speed gearbox and large-diameter wet clutch above it. 
This engine is projected to form the basis of the new-gen- 
eration Laverda Jota 900 Superbike (now scheduled to be 
launched in 2000 and to enter production early the fol- 
lowing year), as well as other 900cc and 1150cc models. 

But whether that will indeed happen now depends 
on the ongoing health of the Laverda company, and the 
Spezzaprias' ability to bring new investors on board.

Cleaning up the two-stroke 

Aprilia has revealed that it is working on a Ditech EFI pack- 
age ready to be fitted to its RS250 sportbike's V-twin 
RGV250 Suzuki engine, which the company believes will be 
capable of meeting all known future emissions regulations, 
without sacrificing power. : 

No prizes for guessing who's in charge of this project, 
though - given that the man responsible for the Bimota 500 
Vdue (the world’s first fuel-injected two-stroke sportbike), 
Pierluigi Marconi, has been working for Aprilia for the past 
year in their new San Marino R&D base, together with most | 
of his development team from Bimota! | 

Given that it was Bimota's limited resources which left | 
them unable to tackle the production problems of the Vdue 
effectively, but that this more than proved its worth in pro- 
totype form, Aprilia must be a much better bet to apply 
direct-injection technology successfully to the two-stroke 
sportbike. 

This makes the introduction of a fuel-injected RS250 
(using Orbital EFI technology) early in the next century a 
strong possibility. It could be sold in California and 
Switzerland, too. And who knows: Perhaps Aprilia might 
even do a deal with Bimota to adopt the 500 Vdue them- | 
selves - or maybe even produce a fuel-injected street ver- 
sion of their 500cc V-twin GP racer! 

Is that why the twin is about to re-enter the 500 GP scene 
after a year away, with Tetsuya Harada aboard, in 1999? 
Watch this space.

m Honda is back. And you 
might say in a big way. 
weeping the top four positions at 
"AMA U.S. Supercross Series opener 
in Anaheim, Team Honda has made it 
clear that they're serious about taking 
back the supercross crown - something 
they haven't worn since Jeremy 
McGrath abandoned the team following 
the 1996 s . Since then, Honda has 
hardly been heard from, having been 
shut out in 1997 and winning jus 
events in 1998; but apparently that's all 
about to change. 
In front of a sellout crowd of 45,050 
at the revamped Edison International 
Field (formerly Anaheim Stadium), Ezra

Lusk led a parade of Honda riders 
across the finish line in an impressive 
showing of Team Red talent. Lusk took 
control of the race on lap eight and from 
that point on showed fellow Honda rid- 
ers Mickael Pichon, Mike LaRocco and 
Kevin Windham the fast way home. The 
only other Honda rider in the race, 
World 250cc MX Champion Sebastien 
Tortelli - the surprise winner of last 
year's series opener in Los Angeles - 
was left behind following an early-race 
get-off that saw him picking up his bike 
in last place. He finished 17th. 

Despite being a favorite to win the 
race, Lusk was somewhat amazed to be 
the one leading the pack - which includ- 
ed no less than 16 full-on factory-backed 
racers - across the finish line. 

"I'm pretty surprised, to be honest 
with you," Lusk said of his win. "I 
didn't expect to win. I hadn't really 
reached my peak yet. I haven't been 
training as long as I did last year, 
because I just came back from the arm 
injury. I just figured to get stronger as 
the season went. To go out and win the 
first race, I guess I was as strong as 
everybody else was." 

If not a little more. 

The 20-lap main event got off to a 
hectic and exciting start, with Pichon 
jumping out to an early lead but soon 
losing it to Team Suzuki's Larry Ward, 
who led the way for the next six laps. 
Starting off third, Lusk soon slipped by 
teammate Pichon and then took off after 
Ward and, along with Pichon, he got by 
Ward in a long stretch of whoops. From 
there, Lusk and Pichon broke free of the 
pack and rode 1-2 to the finish. 

"Just awesome - 1 mean I can't feel 
better than this," Pichon said. "Second 
place, first race on a Honda - just every- 
thing went great. I’m almost there; start- 
ing this way is the best way to do it." 

Finishing third was the veteran 
LaRocco on the Factory Connection / 
Jack in the Box/O'Neal/Honda CR250. 
LaRocco, who is now receiving major 
support from the Honda factory, 
showed his appreciation by making his 
move early in the race and establishing 
his spot in third, where he would stay - 
but not too far behind Pichon - for the 
rest of the way. 

One of Honda's latest members, 
Windham, had an up-and-down ride, 
starting the race in fifth, then dropping

back to seventh, and finally climbing 
back up to fourth, where he would fin- 
ish. 

The first non-Honda rider to take the 
checkered flag was Team Yamaha's 
John Dowd, who spent most of the night 
dicing with his ex- Yamaha teammate 
Windham. Dowd, bruised and battered 
following an earlier heat-race crash, 
ignored the pain in the main and rode to 
a strong fifth-place finish. Sixth went to 
Kawasaki's 125cc National MX Champi- 
on Ricky Carmichael, who at one point 
was running as high as fourth before a 
small altercation with another rider left 
him with a sticking throttle. 

And then there was defending Super- 
cross Champion Jeremy McGrath, who, 
on the Mazda/Chaparral/No-Fear/ 
Yamaha-backed YZ250, took the check- 
ered flag in an un-McGrath-like seventh 
- which was especially surprising as this 
was Anaheim, where he has won all 
seven times that he has raced at this 
venue. But the defending champ did 
score an impressive heat-race win and 
was in contention in the main before 
running into trouble - that being Wind- 
ham and Carmichael. While running 
sixth, McGrath T-boned Carmichael - 
who was at that time scraping with 
Windham - in a turn and went down.

McGrath quickly got back up, but not 
before losing a number of positions. 

Despite finishing seventh, McGrath 
was still upbeat after the race. 

“I felt really good," McGrath said. “I 
feel really strong; it was just a little bad 
luck. My bike is great, everything is 
great, and. I want (next) Saturday to 
come real quick now." 

Finishing right behind McGrath was 
former supercross champ Jeff Emig of 
Team Kawasaki. Emig rode well but 
was shaken up a bit in an earlier heat- 
race crash, in which he had come up 
short on a triple jump and was landed 
on by Windham. In the main, Emig rode 
well, climbing up to eighth after a 12th- 
place start. 

Ninth went to Mazda/Chaparral/ 
Yamaha's newest member, Steve Lam- 
son, while 10th place was filled by Team 
Kawasaki's Damon Huffman, who got 
off to a 19th-place start. Following Huff- 
man across the finish line was Excel 
Motorsports /Noleen/Yamaha rider Tim 
Ferry, FMF/Honda's Brock Sellards, 
FMF/Yamaha's David Vuillemin, and 
Doug Henry's replacement on the Team 
Yamaha four-stroke, Jimmy Button. 
Rounding out the 20-rider field were 
Moto XXX/Suzuki's Phil Lawrence, 
Suzuki's Greg Albertyn, Tortelli, Ward, 














Suzuki's Robbie Reynard, and Yamaha 
of Troy's Stephane Roncada. 


HEATS 


Team Honda had the deck stacked in 
the first heat race, with three of its four 
team riders on the line, and it was Lusk 
who put his red machine into the lead, 
followed by Ward, Roncada, Pichon, 
Tortelli, Albertyn, Vuillemin and Huff- 
man. 

Lusk, Ward, Roncada and Pichon 
broke away from the rest of the pack; 
then Pichon sliced to the inside of Ron- 
cada for third but slid out two laps later, 
letting Roncada back by him. While 
Roncada and Pichon were mixing it up, 
Lusk and Ward separated themselves 
from everyone and continued their duel 
to the finish. Although Ward stayed 
close to Lusk the whole way, he never 
got close enough to attempt а pass. Lusk 
went on to win the first 250cc moto of 
the year, with Ward close behind him. 

Late in the race, Pichon found more 
problems when he slammed into a 
downed lapper and went over the bars 
and into the semis. Roncada ended up 
holding down third the whole way, 
staying clear of a frantic battle involving 
250cc World MX Champions Tortelli 
and Albertyn and 125cc World GP con- 
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tender Vuillemin. Tortelli came out on 
top of that race, finishing fourth ahead 
of Vuillemin, Albertyn and Lamson, 
who was dealt a bad start. 

Fast starter Reynard shot his Suzuki 
into the lead in the second heat race but 
had big company in his wake: Emig, 
Carmichael, McGrath, Ferry and Wind- 
ham, to name a few. 

Windham quickly moved up, only to 
tangle with Emig over a triple jump. 
Both riders went down heavily. A 
nicked-up Windham remounted slowly, 
while Emig pushed his bent machine 
back to the pits. 

"The ground was really hard, and 
there were a few deep, square-edged 
bumps, and I was trying to time the 
triple better, because 1 wanted to jump 
the quad after it,” Emig explained. "I hit 
that hole right when I wanted to get a 
little traction, and I just lost traction, 
didn't get a drive and came up short. 
When I bounced up, I felt somebody hit 
me from me behind." 

"]'m a little sore," Windham said. 
"Tomorrow's going to be real bad. I got 
a handlebar to the groin, which was 
pretty bad, and I bit a little hole in my 
tongue. I guess we're really lucky; it 
could've been a lot worse for both of 
us." 

McGrath suddenly found himself in 
second and had some catching up to do. 
He quickly went to work on Reynard 
and slowly reeled him in. Soon McGrath 
was knocking at Reynard's back door 
and ће made his move, pulling along- 
side him over the aforementioned 
triple/quad jump and then finishing off 
the pass in the next turn. From then on, 
the race was all McGrath's, as he went 
on to win by a small margin over Rey- 
nard. 

Finishing third in the race was 
Carmichael, who held down third pretty 
much the whole way. A distant fourth 
went to Button after a midpack start. 
Ferry finished fifth, followed by LaRoc- 
co and Yamaha rider Doug Dubach. 

Dowd was sent to the semi after 
going down in the first turn.

charging Vuillemin for fourth. Taking 
the checkered flag behind Vuillemin 
was Huffman, who was followed by 
Pedro Gonzalez. 

After crashing hard in his heat race, 
Windham came back to win the second 
semi, but it wasn't easy. He spent much 
of the race dicing with former teammate 
Dowd, who took control of the lead 
after passing early front-runner Kyle 
Lewis. 

Dowd fought back against Windham 
until just before the white flag, when 
Windham overtook him down the 
triple/quad section. Finishing a distant 
third was LaRocco, followed by a close- 
ly bunched-up Sellards, Emig and Suzu- 
ki rider Kyle Lewis, who was passed by 
Emig in the last turn. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Team Kawasaki's Emig and Huffman 
found themselves sitting on the starting 
line for the LCQ, and it came as no sur- 
prise that these two riders filled the first 
two positions when it was all over, with 
Emig taking a close win over Huffman. 
Finishing a close but transferless third 
after passing Lewis on the last lap was 
Yamaha Japan's Takeshi Koikeda. 


MAIN EVENT 

The opening few laps of the 20-lap 
feature saw plenty of action, with 
Pichon leading the way off the start, but 
the newly acquired Team Honda rider 
couldn't hold off the fast-starting Ward 
for long. By the second lap, Ward held 
the point ahead of Pichon, Lusk, 
McGrath, Carmichael, Windham, Dowd, 
LaRocco, Reynard, Albertyn, Tortelli, 
Emig, Lamson and Button. 

Lusk soon started his charge to the 
front, passing Pichon on the fourth lap 
and then going after Ward, who held his 
ground for three more laps before both 
Lusk and Pichon rode past the Suzuki 
rider through the whoops. Then a fast- 
climbing LaRocco got around Ward, 
who continued to drop back throughout 
the race with reportedly a bad case of 
nerves and arm pump. 

Meanwhile, McGrath was having 
problems, as both Carmichael and 
Windham got around him, but the five- 
time SX champ recovered and set out to 
pass them back. Seeing an opportunity 
in a turn, McGrath went for it, but he 
came into the turn a little too hot and his 
momentum carried him into the side of 
Carmichael's bike, with McGrath going 
down and Carmichael continuing on.

rider in, fifth. 





“One lap, Carmichael messed me up 
a little bit, and him and Windham got 
by me at the same time,” McGrath said. 
“1 was still doing good - I was settling in 
a little bit - then I was battling a little bit 
with LaRocco. Then I was on the inside 
of that corner, and I think Windham and 
Carmichael ran into each other - they 
turned super-sharp and 1 was already 
coming in on the inside, and I just could 
not stop and ran right into them. The 
front end tucked and I just went down. 
My (clutch) lever was pushed way 
down - I couldn't grab it, and I had to 
hit it back up, go a little more, then I had 
to hit some more to use it." 

^Me and Jeremy kind of had a run-in 
and broke my throttle housing," 
Carmichael said. "After that, my throttle 
was catching, so that kind of sidetracked 
me the rest of the race." 

The incident cost McGrath at least 
five positions (though he would later 
get most of them back), and it cost 
Carmichael any chance of moving up. 

After an exciting first half, the second 
half of the race cooled off, with Lusk 
and Pichon settling into a comfortable 
and smooth pace; LaRocco (in third) and 
Windham (in fourth),did the same. 
Pichon did, however, give Lusk some 
concern along the way, but he never 
made a serious attempt to nudge Lusk 
out of the lead; Pichon was seemingly 
content to not put a certain top finish at 
risk so early in the season. 

“1 got the holeshot," Pichon said, 
“but Larry (Ward) was pretty quick in 
the first few laps. I was a little bit sur- 
prised. I tried to follow him; then he 
slowed down after a couple of laps, and 
I started getting worried, because I 
could see those guys pretty close behind 
us. Then Ezra passed me and I'm like, 
"Man, they're all going to pass me like 
that if 1 don't make the move now.' So 
when Ezra passed Larry, I made the 
move, too, on Larry. I've been riding 
with Ezra a lot in practice, and I know 
how fast he is, so I just tried to stay 
behind him. I stayed close the whole 
moto. I thought maybe I could pass him, 
but I got a little bit of arm pump the last 
three laps; then I took it easy at the end, 
I was so happy with second." 

"Pichon was really pushing me hard- 
er than I wanted to be pushed early on," 
Lusk said. "If he would've pushed me 
any harder, then I would've let him go 
by, because I didn't want to go any 
faster than that. It seemed like once the 
end of the race came around, I started to 

























































get a little more distance and a little 
more breathing room." 

LaRocco was never that far behind 
the lead duo, but he could never mount 
a serious challenge - nor could Wind- 
ham on LaRocco. 

“Му bike works awesome," a happy 
LaRocco said. “Honda’s giving me a lot 
more support this year, and we've done 
à lot of testing with Factory Connection, 
and I just felt really comfortable. I knew 
I had no time to waste and that they 
would get away if I didn't get going. I 
did what I could; I got through traffic 
pretty good. In the middle there, it was 
tough to catch Ezra and Pichon; they 
were riding kind of almost the same 
speed as me." 

"1 was really nervous going into it," 
Windham said. of his race. “АП in all, 
I'm happy. It's the first race; we've got 
15 left, and fourth at this point is as 
good as a win. Dowd and I were togeth- 
er all night long; he was riding really 
well. We really weren't off the pace of 
the leaders until about five laps to go, 
when I got a little tight. But it's a big 
relief on the mind to get this first one 
behind you; new scenery, new expecta- 
tions, new interviews - it's a big deal to 
change teams like this, and the last race 
I raced was Washougal, due to injuries 
and contracts and all that. It's been a 
while since I left the gate with 20 of the 
best riders in the world." 

Dowd settled down in fifth, while 
Carmichael rode around in sixth with a 
sketchy throttle and McGrath caught 
back up to seventh. 

"I'm kind of happy with the finish," 
Carmichael said afterward. “I wish I 
could've been on the podium; I think I 
would've been able to if my throttle 
wouldn't have broke. I wound up sixth. 
That's not bad. At least I was in the hunt 
before that happened. I know I can be 
there, I know I have the speed - I'm not 
worrying about it." 

Elsewhere in the field, Tortelli was 
finding little success after his second-lap 
fall. 

"Albee (Albertyn) caused me a little 
to crash," Tortelli said. "That was the 
race, but I was happy with my first cou- 
ple of laps. I didn't have a good start, 
but I was doing some good laps and 
catching back up to the front. I try to 
catch up, but the race was too short." 

Like Tortelli, Button spent much of 
his race playing catch-up after stalling 
his thumper on the fifth lap.

Finally, Mad Mike added to his 
frequent flyer miles with one 
more Jump Off victory. Making 
it clear, when Mike and Cliff 
are the one-two punch, there 


is no three-four. 
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Button said. "I was working my way 
through the pack, I was in sixth or sev- 
enth, and I was going to pass 'Fro' 
(Emig), and "Pro kind of jumped to the 
inside of me - didn't make any contact, 
but I just screwed up in the corner and 
stalled it. By the time I got it started, I 
was about 15 seconds behind last place; 
I guess I ended up 14th. It sucks, but I’m 
riding fine and there's no one on the 
track going faster than I am. I'm just 
going to have to get my starts down a 
little better and not make mistakes 
where I stall the bike on the track." 

After Button restarted, his thumper 
starting popping, but according to him, 
everything was okay. 

“When it gets a little bit cooler, it 
does that," Button explained. "In the 
daytime, it doesn't do it so much, plus 
the carburetor is brand-new - new 
diaphragm and everything - so it has 
more tendency to pop." 

Despite a somewhat promising start, 
Team Suzuki had a horrible finish, as 
none of its three riders finished higher 
than 16th - that place being taken by a 
flu-bitten Albertyn. 

"| didn't have a good day today,” 
Albertyn said. "I've been іп bed with а 
fever all week - bad timing. Considering 
it’s the first race of the year, I’m not too 
worried; consistency is what counts. I'm 
feeling really good this year. The bikes 
are great. 1 just hope our team can get 
their act together." 

Early leader Ward faded back to 18th, 
while Reynard tumbled back to 19th. 

After a 12th-place start, Emig clawed 
and scratched his way up to eighth, 
spending much of the race dicing with 
Carmichael and McGrath, who eventu- 
ally got around Emig three laps from 
the finish. 

“From press day (Thursday) to the 
end of the main event, I made a major 
leap in confidence," Emig summarized, 
"because I was not happy, or flowing, at 
the beginning of the weekend. By the 
end of the weekend, I was racing 
around with McGrath and Carmichael, 
running really good lap times. Plus, the 
top eight guys were all running the 
same lap times, so I feel good about 
that." см

Mighty 
Caseys

t last year's opening round of the 
Ae Western Regional 125cc 

Supercross Series, Yamaha’s John 
Dowd prevailed on a mud-soaked field 
at the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 
After that, the factory-backed Dowd 
went on to eventually chalk up.enough 
wins to clinch the series championship. 
This year, the opening round had a 
totally different look to it: a new stadi- 
um, a dry track, and only support teams 
lining the starting gate of the 125cc main 
event, all of which made for a total turn- 
around from last year. 

However, one thing was the same: A 
Yamaha took the checkered flag while 
leading the way. This time, however, it 
was piloted by Yamaha of Troy’s Casey 
Johnson. 

Halfway through the 125cc main 
event, it appeared that “Casey” was 
headed to victory - though it was not 
Casey Johnson in the lead; it was John- 
son’s Yamaha of Troy teammate Casey 
Lytle who was the one out in front after 
snagging the holeshot. He led all but 
one very important lap - the last one, as 
Johnson made an impressive charge 
from sixth to pass Lytle on the white- 
flag lap. The two riders actually 
bumped when the pass occurred, but 
there were no hard feelings - just smiles 
in the Yamaha of Troy semi after the 
race. 

“I was just really hungry for this 
win,” Johnson said. “I had my sights on 
first, and I was hoping I would have 
enough time to catch Lytle - and I did.” 

The win marked Johnson's first 
career supercross victory. 

Lytle was equally as pleased with his 
finish despite missing out on the win by 
one lap. 

“I made some mental changes 
between my heat race and the main, and 
it came out all right,” said Lytle. “In the 
heat race, I did not get off to a very good 
start, so I was concentrating on doing 
better in the main, and I got the 
holeshot. That's exactly what I wanted 
to do, and I pictured myself doing it. 
Then I just tried to get away as far as I 
could. Johnson was riding a good race, 
and he caught me." 

Like Johnson, Primal Impulse/Suzu- 
ki/Bill’s Pipes/Shift/Scott/Shoei- 
backed Michael Brandes got a less-than- 
spectacular start and had to work his 
way from seventh up to third, where he 
finished. At times it appeared that Bran- 
des was actually the fastest rider on the 
track, but Johnson's charge and Lytle's 
early lead were just too much for Bran- 
des to overcome. 

Motorworld Yamaha's Greg Schnell 
followed Lytle from the second-place 
position for 12 laps before falling victim 
to Johnson and Brandes. Schnell's even- 
tual fourth-place effort was impressive, 
considering that he was nursing an 
injury. 

"I broke my shoulder five weeks ago, 
so that slowed me down," said 
Thor/Pro Circuit/Renthal/ Alpinestars- 
backed Schnell. "I got a little winded, 
and my shoulder really started bother- 





ing me toward the end, and I started 
making little mistakes. I cased a few 
triples. I’m pretty happy with fourth, 
though. I’ve only been riding for a week 
since coming back from the injury.” 

Reigning 125cc World Motocross 
Champion Alessio Chiodi made his 
American supercross debut a fairly suc- 
cessful one by placing fifth, behind 
Schnell. 

“1 was happy with my results 
because it was my first time in Ameri- 
can supercross," Chiodi explained. "My 
start in the final moto was not so good. I 
pushed for four or five laps and then I 
got arm pump so hard. Not bad results, 
though. I haven't even raced any super- 
cross in Europe since '94." 


HEATS 


Schnell showed no signs of weakness 
in the first 125cc heat race, as his YZ125 
was the lead bike out of the first turn. 
Behind Schnell was Husqvarna-mount- 
ed Chiodi and then Rusty Holland. Bran- 
des, Lytle and Johnson found themselves 
planted in the middle of the pack. As 
Schnell began pulling away from the rest 
of the field, Chiodi started to give way to 
Brandes. By the end of lap five of the six- 
lap affair, Brandes had found his way 
around the World Champion to claim 
second. Lytle also made up some ground 
in the heat to finish fourth behind Chio- 
di. The Suzukis of Holland and Charlie 
Bogard headed a fifth- and sixth-place 
effort, ahead of Johnson's seventh. 

The racing in heat two turned out to 
be closer than in the first heat. Planet 
Honda's Ryan Huffman nailed the 
holeshot, but Moto XXX/Suzuki-mount- 
ed Travis Preston gave Huffman no 
breathing room. Preston pressured 
Huffman and made a pass for the lead 
on lap five. Isaiah Johnson grabbed the 
final podium position as well as a spot 
in the main. 

Elsewhere, Primal Impulse Suzuki's 
David Pingree settled for an uncharac- 
teristically poor finish, which sent him 
to the last-chance qualifier. 

"The heat went terrible; I went down 
in the first turn," Pingree said. “I have a 
couple of pinched nerves in my back, 
and I haven't been riding all week. I 
missed press day. I rode for maybe 10 
minutes on Friday. I missed one of the 
practice sessions today. l've been trying 
to rest my back and nurse it along, but 
it's not helping my results." 

Pingree's results got a little better 
when he went out in the 125cc LCQ and 
posted a second-place finish behind 
Planet Honda's Matt Maximoff. 


MAIN 


Lytle got off to a clean start at the 
beginning of the 125cc main event. 
Schnell, Bogard, Pro Circuit's Billy 
Payne, Huffman, Johnson, Brandes, Hol- 
land and Chiodi were all running 
toward the front of the pack as they exit- 
ed the first turn. 

"Casey Lytle was on it on the start," 
said Schnell, who witnessed the start 
firsthand from the second-place posi- 
tion. "He was a bike length ahead of 
everyone else." 

Pro Circuit's Nathan Ramsey did not 
get the start he was looking for. The 
KX125 pilot was involved in a small 
pileup at the end of the first turn. Ram- 
sey got back on track and worked his 
way up as far as eighth place before 
crashing in a whoop section on lap 
seven. Ramsey ended up finishing 18th 
as a result. 

Holland and Huffman also did not 
make it long enough to challenge the 
lead pack. 

"I got good starts all night, but in the 
main I was riding a little wimpy,” said 


Huffman, who finished one spot behind 
Ramsey. "I wasn't running into the cor- 
ners like the rest of the guys. I was run- 
ning in about third for a while and then 
someone stuffed me and I wrecked. I 
had some problems with the clutch 
cable when I went down. It ended up 
pretty much being a bummer night." 

Holland also tangled with another 
rider, ending his hopes of a good finish. 

“I got four laps into it, running about 
eighth," Holland said. "I was going on 
the inside of Bogard and we both kind 
of collided in the air, and I did a 180 and 
was not able to turn it around. I got back 
on the bike, and I don't even know 
where I ended up." 

By lap four, Brandes had made his 
way into the third spot, behind Lytle 
and Schnell. Johnson's sixth-place 
charge was slowed down when he bob- 
bled in the whoop section, giving up 
ground to fourth-placed Payne and 
fifth-placed Chiodi. 

“In the main, I really did not get off 
to a good start,” Johnson said. “I kind of 
spun out off the gate. I worked my way 
through the pack but I also made a cou- 
ple of mistakes. I went off the track in 
the whoops one time." 

On lap six, Chiodi and Johnson both 
found their way around Payne at the 





same time that Brandes was pressuring 
Schnell hard for the second spot. On the 
ensuing lap, Brandes passed Schnell, 
who was already in a sea of lapped traf- 
fic. Brandes found himself in the same 
position that Schnell would be in six 
laps later when Johnson was pressuring 
to take over the runner-up spot. At the 
end of the lap, Johnson dived into a 
turn, forcing Brandes to go high. The 
clean pass was all Johnson needed to 
catch teammate Lytle. 

“I kept trying to do that quad, just to 
get a little bit more of an advantage, 
because I knew he was coming," said 
Lytle about Johnson's charge. "I came 
up short a few times and that didn't 
help, because he caught me. On the last 
lap, I started to go wide in a turn, but at 
the last second I dove back inside, 
because I knew he'd be there, but it was 
too late. He already had me set up and 
he passed me. I tried to put together a 
little charge on the last lap, but it was 
too late." 

Johnson continued the final lap with- 
out a challenge. Brandes fell off the lead 
duo's pace on the last couple of laps, but 
he still held on for a strong third-place 
finish, ahead of Schnell. Chiodi and 
Payne battled back and forth for fifth 
throughout the main, with the advan- 





tage going to Chiodi. Evans, Isaiah John- 
son, Pingree and Preston rounded out 
the top 10. см

Last year, McGrath won the series 
with a '94 cylinder on his bike. This year. McGrath is running a '99 
motor. According to Lawrence, and unfortunately for the competi- 
tion, the new motor is much faster than last year's.

"I'm still going to give it my best 
shot," said Jones at the start of the 
evening on Saturday. “What have I got 
to lose?" 

The injured Jones, however, still 
brought the crowd packing the coliseum 
to its feet on Saturday in the Jump-Off 
contest. A heated race in the SBS Dash 
For Cash saw Jones and Palmer connect 
in the final turn of the four-lap race. As 
a result, Jones took a soil sample and 
Palmer took the win, not to mention the 
cash. Jones came back in the 250cc main 
to lead the first 16 laps before Palmer 
took advantage of an open door to take 
the lead. Fellow Kawasaki rider Jones 
still settled for second. 


FRIDAY 


Willoh's strong performance in his 
125cc heat race appeared to set the pace 
for the weekend as he led the field from 
start to finish. Repeating his perfor- 
mance in the 125cc main event, he had 
the fans cheering at his triple-jump feat, 
launching off the first rocker and land- 
ing smoothly three jumps later. 

"The whoops were the only place to 
pass on this track,” said Willoh, “but I 
knew I would gain time over the triple, 
so I just kept doing it.” 

Joining Willoh on the podium was 
his Tuf Racing/Thor/Honda/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Parts Unlimited-backed teammate 
Jeromy Buehl. 

“We did this in Jacksonville on Satur- 
day night in the 250cc, only that time I 
won and Jeff finished second," offered 
Buehl. "I was right behind Jeff the first 
11 laps, until I got caught up with lap- 
pers. He was awesome. I didn't want to 
ride over my head and lose my spot on 
the podium, so I just concentrated on 
staying up and keeping my position." 

Kawasaki-mounted Greg Rand 
stayed in third the entire 16. 

“About four laps from the end,” said 
Rand, "I got caught up with a lapped 
rider, but Um happy to still make the 
podium.” 

Jones owned the 250cc main event, 
grabbing the holeshot and making 
music through the whoops each lap. 

“I just wanted to pull ahead and just 
concentrate on what was in front of 
me," said Jones from atop the podium. 
"| missed the first five events and just 
wanted everyone to know that I could 
still win." 

Palmer suffered a bad start, finishing 
the first lap in sixth place. He wasted lit- 
tle time making his way through the 
pack, however, and midway through 
the third lap he was already threatening 
Antunez for the third spot. Palmer and 
Antunez launched off the big double 
side by side. When the duo landed, 
Palmer pushed Antunez into a hay bale 
to take over third. In the next lap, 
Palmer repeated his performance, mak- 
ing a pass on Rand to take over second. 

Antunez crashed hard four laps later 
and saw stars before getting back into 
the race a lap down. 

In the meantime, Willoh passed 
Antunez and raced strong into third 


place for the remainder of the race. At ` 


the checkers, it was Jones taking the top 
podium spot, followed by Palmer and 
Willoh. 


SATURDAY 
Willoh was a man on a mission dur- 
ing Saturday's 125cc main. Again he 
grabbed the holeshot and held the point 





for the entire 16-lap race. Teammate 
Buehl gated second and held his posi- 
tion until lap 11, when Cliff Palmer 
stepped up to the plate and took the 
runner-up spot. 

Palmer gated seventh off the start 
and definitely had his work cut out for 
him. 

“I didn't get the start I wanted, and I 
knew that Jeff (Willoh) was one of the 
fastest riders out there," offered Palmer 
at the end of the race. “I knew that if I 
could catch up with him, I could run 
with him." 

Palmer began to weave his way 
through the pack toward the leaders, 
taking over third by the midway point. 
It was two laps before he could get by 
Buehl, using the whoops as a weapon 
for second place. By that time, Willoh 
had already opened up a comfortable 
lead, and Palmer had to settle for sec- 
ond. 

“1 can't thank Sully with Pro Circuit 
enough,” said Willoh. “He’s been here 
all week with Jeromy and I, helping us 
set our bikes up, so I owe this win to 
him and Pro Circuit." 


Antunez made a final showing in the 
last two laps, passing Buehl to grab the 
final podium position. 

"I crashed in both races last night," 
commented Antunez. "I hit the ground 
pretty hard, and you can't win a race on 
the ground. I went to the chiropractor 
this afternoon and had him make a cou- 
ple of adjustments to my neck. I made a 
couple of mistakes out there, but I had a 
pretty good race." 

In spite of his get-off in practice earlier 
that afternoon, and a crash in the 125cc 
main, Jones appeared to be the strongest 
contender in the 250cc main event. 
Willoh took the holeshot and led into the 
whoops, but both Jones and Palmer 
blasted by him through the whoops. 

Jones was magnificent out front, but 
Palmer was at his rear wheel through 
every turn. Jones would extend a bike 
length or two in the whoops; Palmer 
would make up for it in the brief 
straightaway. For 16 laps, the two KX 
pilots went head to head, leaving the 
other 13 competitors in the dust. 

^Mike (Jones) was going good," said 
Palmer. "I didn't realize how fast we

ook at Mat Mladin and you see the 
truth. Bare bones, stripped down, 
unadorned. There is no artifice, 
no earrings or tattoos. No color-of-the- 
week dyed hair. There is the somewhat 
menacing buzz cut, which he adopted 
long before it was fashionable. The 
demands of his chosen profession man- 
date that he be in top shape, which ће is 
- not an ounce of fat on his 6-foot frame. 
It gives him an angular, efficient 
demeanor. The incipient crow's feet 
around his eyes belie his 26 years. 

He has packed a lot into those 26 
years: two titles in his native Australia, a 
disastrous 500cc GP ride with Cagiva at 
the age of 20, more time back home; and 








for the past three years, he's been plying 
his trade in America. As with his 
appearance, there's no compromise in 
his assessment of his career. He knows 
he hasn't lived up to his own expecta- 
tions. Some of the problems were his 
own, some were not. 

Fourth in his AMA debut year in 
1996, Mladin ,switched from the 
Yoshimura Suzuki team to Eraldo Fer- 
racci's Ducati team the next year. In 
1997, he won four races on the Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati, but he was let down in 
enough of the others, by both Michelin 
and Ferracci, that he finished third for 
the season. The 1998 season was spent 
in an uphill fight against a lack of power 
on the Yoshimura Suzuki, a situation 
plain to the naked eye but frustrating 
nonetheless. He earned seven pole posi- 
tions, from which he takes little solace, 
but only one win - in the final race of the 
year in Las Vegas. The race at Loudon 
should have been his, but a valve failure 
while he was at the front took him out. 
The valve problem was the handiwork 
of an overzealous tuner - no longer with 
the team - who Јеапед on the engine a 
little too hard. Had Mladin won there, 
he would've been right in the thick of 
the championship hunt. As it was, he 
finished third. 

At the annual winter Dunlop Day- 
tona tire tests, Cycle News asked the 
superbike riders for their list of the top 
10 riders at the end of the 1999 season. 
(The results will be published in 
advance of the Daytona 200.) Pre- 
dictably, most of the riders voted for 
themselves to win the title. Most of 
those who didn't picked Mladin. 

The reasons are clear: He knows the 
limits of aggression and rides within 
them. He doesn't take senseless risks. 
His work ethic is unquestioned and it 
allows him to make the equipment look 
better than it is, without being abusive. 
Fitness simply isn't an issue. Gravity is 
not an enemy: He doesn't crash. The sig- 
nificant chink in the armor is his team. 

In the Superbike class, the Yoshimura 
Suzuki team has experienced little but 
frustration since winning the title with 
Jamie James way back in 1989. It's not 
major failures but niggling problems 
that have held them back, which is why 
Mladin has his team within a team, run 
by fellow Aussie Reg O'Rourke. Even 
so, the team is spread thin, supporting 
four riders on both GSX-R750 super- 
bikes, as well as GSX-R600s. Mladin 
doesn't like it, as you'll read, but he 
knows that he's unquestionably their 
best shot, and he will make the most of 

~it. If he comes up short, so be it, but it 
won't be for lack of effort. 


gy Let's start with your decision to 


"ы Stay with Suzuki for the next three 
years. Why? 
Because 1 have no ambitions to go 
ito World Superbike anymore. I 
couldn't be bothered with the hassle, I 
couldn't be bothered with the politics, 
and I couldn't be bothered with putting 
up with a lot of the decisions that get 
made over there. And, frankly, they're 
not looking for new riders, they're just 
regurgitating the old ones - even though 
they're slow, most of them. A few of 
them are fast, very fast. It's obvious to 
see every weekend who's up there. But 
" there's a lot of factory bikes over there, 
and a lot of them are finishing a minute 
and à half behind the ones that are win- 
ning, and I know that the bike's not that 
bad to be finishing that far back. But 
every year they just keep turning riders 
over and turning riders over. It's like, 
well, obviously they're not looking. 
And, you know, I've done nothing 
exceptional in like two or three years 
over here; l've won a few races, blah, 











blah, blah. Other people have spoken 
about this, I’ve spoken to other riders 
who've said they haven't ever even had 
a bite, haven't had someone say, 
“What're you doing next year?" And 
I'm in the same boat. Even Suzuki - 
what are they doing next year? They got 
two new riders this year and they didn't 
even say, "Do you want to have a test 
on the World Superbike?" It's sort of 
strange, I think, anyway. So Suzuki 
came up with this deal for me and said 
we want to give you another two years, 
and I looked over the deal and said, 
"I'm happy living in the States - a lot 
happier than Га ever been in Europe." I 
enjoy living here; it's good fun. My wife 
enjoys living here and we're happy, so I 
did the deal. They paid me right - I did 
the deal. 


f Did you ask for anything different 
‘ than what you'd asked for in pre- 
vious contracts? 
No, nothing in рагнсшаг. 1 asked 
“A for a few things to be done to the 
bike and sort of asked for a few promis- 
es of things we need to try to develop 
with the bike, and they said, "Yeah," 
and we're in the process of doing that 
for next year. And it looks like we 
should have something done for the 
Daytona race; what that is, I’m not 
going to say. Yeah, they're trying very 
hard. I'm a little bit disappointed that 
we've still got four riders on the team. 
But that's Suzuki's policy; that's how 
they want to run it. There's nothing I 
can do about that. I still believe they 
should be concentrating on a couple of 
riders. Moreover, they should be con- 
centrating on one rider and having 
another rider there as a backup. Person- 
ally, if you're going to do it right, I don't 
think you need two number-one riders 
in the race team. I think you need a 
number-one rider and another guy there 
that can give good for the product. A 
young guy, or something, to teach a bit 
of stuff to. They don't mind spending a 
lot of money and running four riders - 
good luck to them. I'd like to see a two- 
rider team, scale it down a little bit, and 
focus a bit more on a smaller team. 


; Will your team within the team be 
different than it was this year? 

No, not necessarily. It'll be the 

same. If we get anything from 

Suzuki, from Japan, that we only get one 


of, and it seems to work, then I'll get іё. 
Because, obviously, Suzuki thinks that 
I'm they're best chance for next year for 
the championship. So if we get anything 
better, then they're going to give it to 
me first. And if I'm doing terribly, and 
someone else is beating me out of this 
team, obviously they'd look at the 
championship. 


Did you have any other offers for 

the coming years? 

I spoke to a couple of race teams. I 

was with Suzuki for next year any- 
way. I had a two-year deal anyway. But, 
yeah, I had people talking this year 
about after that, after the '99 season. It’s 
a challenge for me, and I need to have a 
challenge to enjoy this - you know what 
I mean. Obviously, Suzuki (has been) 
struggling for the last I-don't-know- 
how-many years to be really consistent. 
And this year, I think, without a couple 
of the problems we had, we were consis- 
tently really good - given that Anthony 
(Gobert) and Miguel (DuHamel) were 
out for a lot of races. We were consis- 
tent, we did what we wanted to do. I’m 
happy with what Suzuki has done. Like 
I said, they looked after me financially 
as well, so I would've been stupid not to 
take the deal. 


; What about the 600cc Supersport 
^ class? Did Suzuki insist on it? 
“Мо, they didn't insist on it. I per- 
sonally think that it's going to help 
me with the superbike stuff by riding 
the 600. Things like midcorner speed 
and just being in with the 600 guys and 
banging it up a little bit. Obviously, to 
ride a production bike fast, you've got 
to keep good corner speed up, because 
you can't afford to have that thing slow- 
ing down. It's one thing I suffer from a 
little bit. My midcorner speed is not the 
best. It’s a little better than what it used 
to be, but it's not the best. 


Do you expect Suzuki's 600 to be 

competitive with the new Hondas 
and Yamahas? 

I think so. It's the same deal. Every 

year there's a new bike and it's 
going to do this, it's going to do that. 
And they never seem to turn out quite 
as good as everyone is saying they're 
going to be. And from what Гуе seen 
over the last couple of days here, the 
Honda and Yamaha guys aren't doing 
anything majorly spectacular. They're 





not like a second a lap under the iap 
record or anything. We're figuring 
they're not going to be quite as quick as 
what... I’m sure that Honda and Yama-: 
ha are smart enough to know that 
they're not going to go out and knock a 
second off the 600 record with a new 
bike. It’s not going to happen. It’s the 
same thing. It's going to be competitive. 
You've still got a lot of race tracks where 
speed doesn't come into play, and we 
think we can be competitive on those 
tracks. 


X When this contract is finished, 
will you be finished at that point? 
‚ ГЇЇ only be 29. I don't know; if I’m 
fast enough, 1 might want to keep 
going. By the looks of things, there's no 
major-league talent that's going to come 
up and take all the seats away from us. 
There's a couple of the Hayden kids and 
a couple of the young guys coming up. 
There's a lot more than two or three 
seats in the superbike. A few of the guys 
are getting older, too, so they're not 
going to be around in three years. Prob- 
ably Doug (Chandler) and maybe 
Miguel (DuHamel) in three years I’m 
sure will be thinking about (quitting). 
Obviously, Scott Russell's not going to 
be here. You don't know what's going to 
happen. That's another thing: Suzuki 
looked after me financially and if I 
wanted to retire in three years, I can. It 
took a big commitment from me to do 
that deal with them, to get me to do that 
deal. It was a big commitment for me to 
make up my mind what I'm doing two 
years from now. We came to an agree- 
ment, and I’m happy with it. 


During the year you had seven 

pole positions, but it only translat- 
ed to one race win. What's going to 
turn those seven poles into wins next 
year? Is it something the team's going 
to do, or is it something you're going to 
do? 

There's nothing I can do, because, as 

far as I’m concerned, and I’m com- 
fortable in my own mind, I did every- 
thing I could do in those races to win. I 
did everything 1 could do. A couple of 
races, I had a couple of poor results, like 
in Atlanta. It was the same old deal: We 
tried something to try and help us in the 
race. We didn't qualify that well in

rom the carnage - and take-out 
> - of the 1984 season, Jeff 
Ward and Johnny O'Mara had 
developed a bitter dislike for one anoth- 
er. In fact, to this day, many insiders still 
speak of the animosity that surrounded 
the two 125cc icons. However, today, 
after the boots have been hung up and 
with the war now nothing but a vivid 
memory, O'Mara has a deep respect for 
his old rival. 
“Back then, I hated him," he admits. 
“1 can say that now. It all came from 
how bad I wanted to win. We had no 
relationship. 1 guess that happens when 
two people want something that bad. It 
was so competitive that even our two 
mechanics would go at it! It seemed like 
Ward and I were going 1-2 in every sin- 
gle moto, and there were times when I 
took him out. At the last National of the 
year at Washougal, he waved me by on 
purpose and I got so mad at him that I 





went over the berm and took his front: 


wheel out on purpose. 1 can talk about 





that now. Now we're the best of friends 
and real close. I guess we're both a lot 
alike. When I think back about it, I had a 
lot of sleepless nights because of that 
guy - but I love him." 

Ironically, the two riders would join 
David Bailey and Rick Johnson on the 
1984 Motocross and Trophee des 
Nations team that was sent out to com- 
pete in Scandinavia. 

"The 1984 Motocross and Trophee 
des Nations in Finland and Sweden 
were close, as both races went down to 
the wire," says O'Mara. "The first race 
in particular, at Vantaa, Finland, came 
down to the last few laps, and we barely 
won that thing. But like every other 
year, we were always in the hunt and 
we got it done. Even today, I find it 
amazing at how well we did over 
there." 

In 1985, O'Mara was bumped up to 
the 250cc class, where, despite winning 
the Binghamton and Washougal Nation- 
als, he again placed second to Jeff Ward. 
However, the year wasn't a complete 
disappointment - by his standards, any- 
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way - as he won the Unadilla 250cc U.S. 
GP. 

“I loved winning Unadilla,” beams 
O'Mara. "I really loved the European 
stuff, and I think that came from being a 
part of the first winning Motocross des 
Nations team. I had a lot of close friends 
from Europe, and I enjoyed racing 
against them." 

The year 1986 would prove to be a 
cataclysmic one in the career of Johnny 
O'Mara. That winter, Rick Johnson, after 
a few troubled years as a Yamaha facto- 
ry rider, was invited to become a mem- 
ber of the now powerful Team Honda. 
What resulted from his signing was a 
paradigm shift within the team, as 
almost immediately an entirely different 
atmosphere settled over the Honda 
camp. And while it was never said 
aloud by anyone involved with the 
team, the action was seemingly done by 
insidious design. 

"The team changed," says Dave 
Arnold. “When Johnny and David won 
titles, Roger (DeCoster) and I still felt 
insecure. Their relationship was too 





close, and we had Rick Johnson coming 
up. At that time, Roger and I felt that 
those two just weren't gritty enough. 
Their philosophy was that a rider need- 
ed to be consistent to win titles and that 
he couldn't dominate. But once we start- 
ed to win as a team, Roger and I wanted 
to dominate. We both saw R.J. as a hun- 
gry dog that wanted to get everyone 
that was in front of him. We had 
watched him struggle on the Yamaha 
and knew that if he was on a Honda, the 
party would be over. We both thought 
that the team needed that, and it was 
then that the innocence of the team was 
lost. All of a sudden we had conflict in 
the team, and R.J came in and chal- 
lenged the existence of Bailey and 
O'Mara. Look at that first race at Ana- 
heim in 1986, where Bailey and Johnson 
went at it. The style of the whole team 
had changed." 

Initially, David Bailey saw the addi- 
tion of the EI Cajon, California, native as 
a good thing for him and his soul broth- 
er O'Mara. However, they would soon 
find out that the Team Honda bunker 
wasn't big enough for the three of them. 

^When Rick first signed, I was like, 
"Okay, cool,” says Bailey. “At that time, 
I didn’t like him on the track, because he 
would run over your feet and you could 
never get rid of him. But I was happy he 
was on the team and I remember think- 
ing, ‘Now we'll have a monopoly.’ 
When he first came to the team, he came 
up and hung out with us and we went 
out and shopped and trained. He was 
hangin’ off the back when we trained, 
though, and we would always have to 
slow down for him. But then, the week 
before Anaheim in 1986, Brian Lunniss 
(Johnson’s mechanic) and Rick com- 
pletely divorced themselves from us. 
Rick was one way one day, and another 
the next. It then became every man for 
himself in the team. Whatever hap- 
pened, it worked. It was kind of a bum- 
mer to see the team lose the comfort and 
trust, but the tension made us all faster." 

The year 1986 started off on a bad 
note for O'Mara. After hurting his knee 
at a Golden State Series race, he never 
found the speed required to get him into 
the winner's circle. He placed third to 
Johnson and Bailey in both the AMA 
250cc National Championship and 
Supercross Series, and fifth overall in 
the 500cc National Championship. 
While these were wonderful scores by 
the standards of virtually every other 
rider in the world at the time, they 
weren't exactly what O'Mara was look- 
ing for. 

"In 1986, I had a number of body 
problems," says O'Mara. "I hurt my 
knee at a California Winter Series race at 
Gorman, where I tore some ligaments. 
That injury would hinder the rest of my 
career, because I had to change my rid- 
ing style to compensate for it. The knee 





was a problem the entire year, and I had 
it scoped three times that season. I still 
did relatively well, and I think that was 
from being in such good shape and hav- 
ing a never-say-die attitude. I hung in 
there and it wasn't a bad season; I still 
could have won." 

Sensing that something was amiss at 
Honda, a few key players at Team Suzu- 
ki - who were in dire need of a champi- 
onship-caliber rider of O'Mara's stature 
- quietly approached him. Aware that 
things might never be the same at 
Honda, O'Mara secretly signed on the 
dotted line for the 1987 season. But 
before announcing the move to the 
worldwide racing community, there 
was one more thing he had to take care 
of: the 1986 Motocross des Nations. in 
Maggiora, Italy. 

"It was Kind of interesting how that 
whole thing came up," explains O'Mara. 
“Micky Dymond was the 125cc National 
Champion that year. He was one of my 
Honda teammates and had an awesome 
season. When the talk started up as to 
who was going to the Motocross des 
Nations, my name came up - and it 
wasn't me throwing it in. Roger 
DeCoster was involved in the team, and 
he knew I had been on the winning 
team a number of times. When I was 
picked, I felt bummed for Micky, but I 
felt like I belonged there. I was revved 
up to go, because I had some problems 
with Honda that year and had become 
the low man on the totem pole. I knew 
the team was going to downscale, so I 
had signed a contract to go to Suzuki. 
Roger didn't know about it, and I wasn't 
about to take less money to ride a 
Honda in 1987." 

DeCoster, the crafty old-veteran, 
knew that O'Mara had gone through a 
rough year and was eager to end it on a 
good note; hence his decision to send in 
. the O'Show, who had helped America 
win the des Nations on three previous 
occasions. 

“We knew Johnny wasn't going to be 
with Honda the next year," admits 
DeCoster. “I still had interest in doing 
something with him the next year, but it 
was a tough situation because the peo- 
ple I had to answer to couldn’t make it 
happen. When the Maggiora Motocross 
des Nations came up, I gave him a 
chance to show what he could do on the 
Liege 

The night before the race, O'Mara 
broke the news to his closest friend, Bai- 
ley, who was left reeling after being 
brought up to speed on his pal's actions. 

"| had an awful night before the 
race," he says. "We were hanging out 
after one of our good fire-extinguisher 
fights, and Johnny told me he had 
signed with Suzuki. That just deflated 
me - I was so bummed, because back 
then it was like signing a contract with 
Hodaka. I then realized that I was going 
to be on my own, and I knew that this 
was it. That night he told me, ‘Tomor- 
row, I'm not going to let off.’ He knew it 
was his last ride for Honda, and he 
wanted to show them that they'd made 
a mistake. There was a lot of emotion, 
and it showed." 

That Sunday, O'Mara put in arguably 
one of the greatest rides in the 52-year 
history of organized professional 
motocross. Aboard a factory Honda for 
the last time, the O'Show put his head 
down and proceeded to trounce not 
only the world's best 125cc riders but, 
with the exception of his teammates Bai- 
ley and Johnson, every other rider on 
the track. And for years to come, people 
will talk about how, in the second moto, 
he passed every single 500cc rider, 
including then World Champion David 
Thorpe. The 40,000 crazed Italian fans 





that clung to the green hills that sunny 
afternoon, who were keenly aware that 
history was being made right before 
their eyes, went completely berserk 
watching his performance. 

"The bike was just unreal there," says 
O'Mara after a pause to reflect on that 
epic day. "That track at Maggiora was 
so perfect for me. I think it was the 
strongest performance of my career. I 
remember the whole race so clearly 
because I went there with a lot of stuff 
built up inside me and I was revved up 
to ride the 125 again. That was my deal, 
and I showed the world. That race 
proved it, and people will still be talking 
about it 10 years from now. I was so 
strong that 1 never even saw anyone on 
a 125. I was racing with Rick Johnson, 
David Bailey, David Thorpe and 
Georges Jobe. You know, a lot of people 
said I ruined David Thorpe that day, but 
I didn't intend (to do) that; he was just 
another rider on the track. We could do 
nothing wrong that day." 

Bailey, who was aware of all the poli- 
tics and emotions involved, watched the 
whole beautiful drama unfold. 

“When his second moto was over,” 
Bailey recalls, "his visor was cracked 
and his helmet was all pitted up with 
dings like a speedway racer because he 
had been roosted with rocks by the 
500cc riders, but he just didn't care. I 
waited for him at the trophy presenta- 
tion after the moto, and he just hung on 
me because he was so spent. It was so 
cool. I remember thinking, ‘This is it; the 
next time I race against him, he'll be in 
yellow. ‘In the last moto, I wanted to 
ruin Rick just for Johnny - it had all built 
up big for me by then." 

It has probably become apparent by 
now that Johnny O'Mara and David Bai- 
ley shared a very close relationship with 
one another. And the time has now 
come in this story to bring it all to light. 
Truth be told, both riders, while from 
completely different backgrounds, 
shared two things while growing up: 
One, they both loved motocross dearly, 
and two, they both had experienced 
rough-and-tumble family lives. Seem- 
ingly drawn to one another by fate and 
circumstance, the two, through their 
experiences at Team Honda, would ulti- 
mately become the best of friends. 

“I first met David Bailey in 1981 at 
the Florida Winter Series," recalls 


O'Mara of their initial meeting. "He was ` 


riding a Kawasaki and really stood out 
because he rode so well. I knew of him 
and I had to go talk to him because he 
was riding with number 42. I needed a 
number four for my bike, so I asked him 
if he had another number four. He did, 
and we were friends from that meeting 
immediately. We started hanging out 
and training a lot." 

Bailey recalls the time the two first 
exchanged words with one another. 

"I was a spaz at first in my profes- 
sional racing career," Bailey says, "and 
to me, Johnny was nothing but style, 
and that's what I was all about. If you 
didn't have style, why bother doing it? 
When he came over to me that day at 
the Florida Winter Series, I was nervous. 
He had a smirk on his face because I 
think he was embarrassed that here he 
was, factory Honda, and they didn't 
have a number four for his bike. I was 
number 45 at the time, so I gave him 
one. There was no conversation, but I 
could tell right away that there was 
something there. 

"In 1982, I signed to Honda and bam! 
we were friends," Bailey continues. "I 
was pretty intimidated at first to be on 
the team, because at that time I had 
(Chuck) Sun's jersey and autograph and 
(Darrell) Shultz's jersey and autograph - 





and I wanted Johnny's, but I didn't 
know how to ask. I was kind of shy 
around him at first, but I saw how goofy 
he was and we had a lot of respect for 
each other, so we got along immediate- 
ly.” 

d Physical training was an element of 
Johnny O'Mara's career that, through 
constant learning and strenuous activi- 
ty, he came to know as a way of life. 
First introduced to the wonders it could 
work on his race program a few years 
earlier, O'Mara is cited by many 
motocross insiders as the sport's first 
true training pioneer. 

“T had been to the (Indian) Dunes 
and knew all about him, but I don't 
think anyone south of the Valley had," 
says Jeff Montgomery of Champion 
Nutrition, a longtime friend of O'Mara 
who helped him get his head wrapped 
around training. “I was really into run- 
ning then, and I started bugging him 
about running. In fact, I remember him 
asking me, ‘How can I include running 
in my racing?’ 

"He got into running and we started 
training together," says Montgomery. 
“We'd run for hours and also do his 
infamous Suicide Hill run. But when we 
did it, we had to do it at midday in 104- 
degree heat. This was all going on 
before he became friends with David 
Bailey. In 1982 and 1983, he started 
doing triathlons. Then, in 1984, he dove 
headfirst into bicycles. I remember him 
saying, ‘I’ve got to get a bike.’ So we 
went down to Simi Valley Schwinn and 
he bought a bike - I remember it was a 
Schwinn Paramount, and he paid $549 
for it - and he learned more in six 
months than most guys do in a year. 
From there he was training intensely, 
because in 1984 Ward beat him for the 
125cc National Championship and he 
vowed that fitness would never be an 
issue again." 

And it wasn't. O'Mara took it all to 
heart, and with the support of friends 
such as Bailey, Montgomery and Honda 
trainer Jeff Spencer - who played a huge 
role in Honda's success during the 1980s 
- O'Mara set about raising the bar higher 
than it had ever been before. 

"You name it and we did it," says 
O'Mara of the much-talked-about 
O'Mara/Bailey training regimen. "Run- 
ning and cycling - we did so much stuff, 
it was amazing. We would train from 
sunup to sundown and train ourselves 
into the ground. We loved it. In fact, I 
remember I had this condominium in 
Simi Valley, and 1 1/2 miles down the 
street was a three-par golf course. After 
training, we would run down there with 
a nine iron, putter and balls and a few 
dollars. We were so fanatical with our 
training that we would run from hole to 
hole, and do 100 push-ups at each hole. 
We would also never use escalators or 
elevators. To this day, I still only take 
the stairs. We also had a thing called the 
Suicide Run. It's hard to explain, but it 
was by the big ranch I lived on in Simi, 
and we had this run that went through 
the hills, and we would run in 110- 


degree heat. We would just die during ` 


that thing. David did it every day and 
for every race. He felt he had to do it or 
he wouldn't win that weekend. It was 
funny, because I had more speed than 
him and I'd hurt him on purpose and 
push him real hard. Those were the best 
times of my life. That was the fun part: 
riding and racing. At the same time, I 
had gotten heavily involved in other 
sports. There were guys like Scott Tinley 
and John Tomac that did endurance 
sports, and I couldn't believe what they 
did. They took their training way above 
what I did, and it encouraged me to take 
my training to another level. One time, 





in 1986, I took the red-eye flight home 
from the Daytona Supercross and flew 
all night to get home in time to run the 
Los Angeles Marathon. I then ran a sub- 
three-hour marathon at 2:54 and fin- 
ished 200th out of 15,000 runners. I also 
did numerous 10Ks that year. David 
and 1 were also doing triathlons. God, I 
was trying to fit in as much as I could. 
Another time, I was going to ride the 
CMC Trans-Cal event at Adelanto, 
which was the week before the Maggio- 
ra Motocross des Nations. So I decided 
to ride my bicycle from Simi Valley to 
Adelanto. It was 107 miles and I crossed 
part of the Mojave Desert. I did a bunch 
of sick things then, but people didn't 
realize I did it to challenge myself and 
push my body." 

O'Mara's competitors certainly took 
notice of his training antics. Watching 
him push his body to remarkable levels 
of endurance, many of them were left 
scratching their heads. 

Six-time AMA National Motocross 
champion and Motocross des Nations 
hero Broc Glover says, "I remember one 
year at Gainesville, there would be a 
practice session on press day that all of 
us would use to shake out the bikes and 
get used to the outdoor tracks after run- 
ning supercross during the early part of 
the season. Jim Felt had Johnny riding a 
CR practice bike, and he ran tanks and 
tanks of gas through it. Most of us 
would run a tank of gas through our 
bikes, but Johnny would run three tanks 
to top me and everyone else. He would 
ride all day. A lot of guys would be like, 
‘Man, Johnny is working so hard!’ But at 
times, I would wonder why he would 
overdo it like that." 

“Down the road," Ward says, “John- 
ny got his motivation from running 
miles and doing triathlons. It seemed 
like his motivation didn't come from 
beating someone, but from trying to 
beat his time in marathons, or to get 
miles for his running program. АП that 
started to take his focus away from 
motocross. He was more into getting 
miles so he could run a two-hour-and- 
45-minute marathon. I couldn't imagine 
doing anything else but what it took to 
win in motocross." 

Nonetheless, O'Mara and Bailey kept 
at it and made training a ritual during 
their successful run as teammates at 
Honda. However, after Maggiora, it 
would all change - forever. On a blus- 
tery winter day in central California, 
David Bailey was badly injured during a 
practice session at a Golden State Series 
race. As he had been acclaimed by all as 
the world's smoothest and most techni- 
cally brilliant rider, Bailey's accident - 
which left him a paraplegic - left the 
sport reeling. And more so than virtual- 
ly anyone else, O'Mara was left feeling 
lost. 

"It was at Lake Huron," says O'Mara, 
obviously still haunted by the event. 
"Jim Felt was the first one to him. I 
knew it was bad right away. It was so 
hard to deal with that. To this day, it's 
hard for me to think about what hap- 
pened. That day, it made me sick to my 
stomach to ride the bike, and it took me 
à long time to get back out there and 
ride at my same level." 

After a long pause, O'Mara continues: 
"You know, I never got back. David's 
accident was always at the back of my 
mind, and I never wanted to get hurt 
like that. I raced for four or five years 
after that, but it was the hardest thing to 
go through, because we were so close. 
He was a part of me, like a brother, and I 
kept thinking, ‘How can he get hurt?’ He 
was the smoothest rider in the world, 
and there was no way to explain it.” 

For Bailey and O'Mara, that day - 
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and the events leading up to it - was a 
defining moment in their friendship - 
and not necessarily a "happily ever 
after" one. 

"There was a funk that day - and I 
can't even define what the word ‘funk’ 
is, but I don't know any other word for 
it,” says Bailey in a hushed tone. "Head- 
ing out to that race and me thinking 
about him being on a Suzuki was so 
strange. There was something in the air 
going into that race, and seeing Johnny 
in another pit before we went out for 
practice was so weird. During practice, I 
tried to jump something and I didn't 
make it and I wound up on the ground 
with a bunch of people surrounding me. 
At one point, everything pulled clear 
and I can clearly remember Johnny and 
Jeff Ward sitting on their motorcycles 
and looking at me from a distance, like, 
‘Something is screwed up here.’ Johnny 
in particular was looking at me like, 
"What's taking you so long to get up?’ 

“While I was laying there, | was 
thinking, ‘I hope this doesn’t mess him 
up.’ From Hansen to Magoo to Al Baker, 
with all these people Johnny had been 
close with, something had gone wrong. 
And even though we all knew none of it 
was his fault, it really hurt him badly. 
From all that he and I had been through, 
and from being such good friends, I 
didn’t want to be responsible for taking 
another part of the guy.” 

Roger DeCoster was also aware of 
the harsh reality of the situation. Cer- 
tainly no stranger to having things go 
wrong during his legendary career, this 
time he, too, was left wavering. 

“Tt was a big thing for Johnny, and it 
hit him really hard,” DeCoster says. “If I 
had been a rider at the time, it would 
have hit me hard as well. I was disgust- 
ed with it. After it happened, I thought 
to myself, ‘What a stupid job I’m doing. 
I’m doing everything I can to motivate 
these kids to go faster, and the nicest kid 
gets hurt. It was such a bad feeling. I 
think Johnny was hurt by it more than 
anyone because he and David were so 
close - close like brothers.” 

Long after David's catastrophic acci- 
dent, things were never quite the same 
between the two. 

“That was another funk,” says Bailey. 
“Johnny just couldn't relate. I think he 
was like, ‘I’m doing this, and he’s doing 
that.’ It was never the same after that. 
Whenever I went to a race, I felt very 
self-conscious, and I would see Johnny 
O'Mara, and he would come over and 
say, ‘Hi, Dave,’ and try to be nice, but I 
could feel that something was wrong, 
and I just hated it. The whole thing was 
killing both of us." 

Now, nearly 12 years after it all went 
wrong, O'Mara says, "It was real hard 
for me to see David and Magoo Chan- 
dler get hurt. I had been through a lot, 
seeing teammates and friends get 
injured, and then a year later Al Baker 
passed away. It left me with this huge 
scar that I had to deal with. АП that 
toughened me up and made me realize 
how delicate the world is. I had no feel- 
ings because I went through so much 
and I just kept doing the only thing I 
'knew how to: ride motorcycles and 
train." 

While.a lot of water has passed 
beneath the bridge, O'Mara still has 
very dear feelings for his friend and for- 
mer comrade in arms. 

"We were so tight and always super- 
close. We don't spend as much time 
together now, but I have always consid- 
ered him my best friend. He's special to 
me." 

After three relatively uneventful 
years with Suzuki, O'Mara entered the 
twilight of his great career. Still not able 








to walk away from the sport he loved, 
O'Mara found help from a person that, 
only a few years back, he had disliked 
more than anyone else on the face of the 
earth: Jeff Ward. 

"In 1990, Johnny left Suzuki, and at 


the time I was doing all the testing on' 


the 250, the 500 and the supercross 
bike," says Ward. "I was getting pretty 
burned out by it all, so I went to Roy 
(Turner, Kawasaki's race-team manag- 
er) and talked to him about it. Later, he 
was in a meeting with one of the main 
Japanese guys and said that Johnny 
would be good for the team because he 
can ride all day long and help set up 
the bikes and still be a contender for 
championships. They agreed and hired 
him." 

“I knew I had a few years left in me 
and I wanted to walk away from the 
sport on a high note," says O'Mara. "I 
still wanted to be a part of it and be on 
the podium. I knew that would be 
enough for me to hold my head up. 
Suzuki was a big challenge and every- 
body knew that. I felt that I had a lot of 
knowledge about the motorcycles, and 
Jim Felt and I came over and helped 
their program out a lot. We developed 
the bike and got it to a good level. I then 
spent the last few years on Kawasakis. I 
went to Kawasaki, and that brought a 
lot of fun back into it. I got really 
involved in testing and developing the 
Kawasakis, and I knew I was good at 
setting the bikes up. I didn't need the 
money, but I wanted to be a part of 
something. I had a lot of fun. Chicken 
(Jeff Matiasevich) and Wardy were on 
top of their game then, and they would 
say things like, "We'll run what Johnny 
likes. They liked what I picked out for 
them and I was still involved.” 

O'Mara worked with Kawasaki for 
the entire season before moving on to 
another discipline of two-wheel compe- 
tition that had always intrigued him: 
mountain-biking. 

“During the last two or three years of 
my career, I got into some other forms 
of athletics such as cycling, triathlons, 
marathons and mountain-biking. While 
I was racing, I became friends with John 
Parker of Yeti bicycles. He once told me 
that the day I retired from motocross, if I 
wanted it, I had a ride to ride in the 
mountain-bike national series. I took 
him up on it and raced as an Expert- 
class (rider), which was one level below 
the professional level. I had a lot of suc- 
cess and won half of the nationals that I 
entered and was the National Champion 
in my first year, which was a huge 
accomplishment. The next year, I moved 
up to the professional class and wasn't 
producing like I was before. I got frus- 
trated because I wasn't getting the 
results I wanted, and I always had what 
I wanted in my career. I panicked a little 
bit, and at the same time Honda of Troy 
and 1 came up with the idea to ride the 
AMA 125cc Nationals. I jumped right 
into it and thought I could ride with 
them after three or four months of train- 
ing." 

While mountain-biking fulfilled 
O'Mara's competitive urge, it just 
couldn't match the high-speed, premix- 
fueled world of motocross - and so, in 
an effort to rekindle the magic one more 
time, O'Mara and Honda of Troy over- 
lord Phil Alderton, who was putting 
together an impressive support team at 
the time, concocted a clever scheme. 

^He got my number from Jim Hale at 
Axo and called me up," says Alderton in 
regard to the proposed O'Show come- 
back. "We met in 1993 and 1 decided to 
sponsor him during his 125cc comeback. 
He hurt his heel real bad in a practice 
crash, where he broke the heel of his 

















foot into a million pieces. Johnny tried 
to come back, but physically he wasn't 
able to. We were very bummed, because 
before that, he was really riding good. 
When he was finally able to ride again, 
he was only at about 60 percent because 
the foot was so tender. We were really 
disappointed, because he could have 
been a serious contender. We both had 
high expectations that year, and Johnny 
was such a hero, but it just didn't work 
out. However, one thing I am happy 
about is that today we are very good 
friends." 

Regarding the ill-fated effort that 
ended in tears on a hot and humid day 
in Michigan, O'Mara says, "One day 
while practicing, I ran out of gas on a 
triple jump, came up short and shat- 
tered my heel. From that, even though I 
tried, there was no way I could come 


` back. I went to two nationals, and at 


Buchanan, Michigan, I rode practice, 
pulled in and said, 'I can't do it.' I 
didn't even go to the starting line. I 
knew then, at Buchanan, that I couldn't 
fool myself. I was in tears and I took it 
personally. It took a great commitment 
to come back to the sport, and I really 
wanted to do it. But when I said I was 
done, my emotions were really running 
wild." 

While his on-track days were done, 
O'Mara found his way back into the 
sport in another "fashion." Well-regard- 
ed among his peers, O'Mara crossed 
paths with a sponsor he had helped put 
on the motocross map back in the early 
1980s: Oakley. 

"Louis Wellen of Oakley, who took 
care of me while I was racing, told me 
that he didn't want to do motocross 
anymore. He said to me, ‘Johnny, you 
do it.' I didn't know what to say, 
because I had never had a real job 
before. I went home and thought about 
it and the next day I told them, ‘I’m 
going to do it" They made the calls and 
I was in at Oakley. I really like Oakley, 
and I'm now on my third year there. It's 
been a whole new road, and I’ve learned 
a lot. I don't know how long ГЇЇ contin- 
ue to do it, but I'm still an Oakley 
employee. Jim Jannard is still a big 











motocross fan, and he loves Ricky 
(Carmichael). At the recent launch Oak- 
ley had to introduce their new shoe, he 
and R.C. talked for a long time, and it's 
apparent that motocross is still his first 
love. That's where he started, and he 
never forgot his roots." 

Through Oakley, O'Mara came into 
contact with minicycle phenomenon 
Ricky Carmichael, who was at that point 
on the brink of entering the AMA pro- 
fessional ranks. 

"| first heard of R.C. when he was 
tearing up the amateur ranks," says 
O'Mara. "I had heard his name for a 
number of years, but I didn't meet him 
until I took the Oakley job. He was 
already an Oakley-sponsored athlete, 
and he and I hit it off right away - we 
were instant buddies. We've had а good 
time, and I’ve watched him grow as a 
rider to where now he is unbelievable. 
But him being so successful isn't a sur- 
prise to me. He was born to be a motor- 
cycle racer, and his winning is just part 
of it." 

Somehow, O'Mara has managed to 
come full circle. From hot up-and-comer 
to National Champion, the battle-hard- 
ened old pro now-works. closely with 
125cc supertalent Carmichael in an 
effort to optimize the young Seminole's 
remarkable talent. And what does the 
current AMA 125cc National Champion 
think of his tutor? 

"Louis Wellen of Oakley introduced 
him to me at the Orlando Supercross in 
1996," says Carmichael. “I knew who ће 
was and I thought he was real cool, 
Johnny was working with Oakley and I 
was an Oakley rider, so we just started 
talking about things and got to become 
good friends. Johnny really helped me 
when I moved into the pro ranks. He 
gave me a lot of pointers and tips, and 
that really helped me a lot coming out of 
the amateur ranks. I really admire his 
discipline more than anything. He 
doesn't hound me too much. We're 
more friends than anything. He's also 
my trainer, but he doesn't push me too 
hard, although sometimes he bugs me to 
keep pushing. We have a lot of fun 
together." 


Not surprisingly, O'Mara isn't very 
impressed by the training regimen of 
today's current crop of stars. As they are 
seemingly more interested in video pre- 
mieres and the flash-and-glam world of 
supercross, the former training "animal" 
believes there is a lot of room for 
improvement as far as sweat and desire 
is concerned. 

"| don't think they work as hard as 
David and I did," he says. "These riders 
should learn from what I did. That's 
what I had to do when I turned profes- 
sional. All of us were totally dedicated, 
and there was nothing else but 
motocross and winning. We were hard- 
core guys, and I think there are a few 
guys that train hard now, but not at the 
level all of us did. These guys today are 
phenomenal riders and have pushed the 
sport to another level, but back then we 
were riding 45-minute motos and it was 
always a struggle. R.C. will set the new 
tempo, and until every one else matches 
what he is doing, he will keep dominat- 
ing. Ezra Lusk also busts his butt. Those 
two in particular - and maybe Kevin 
Windham, though I'm not sure about 
his work ethic yet - are going to be great 
riders if they keep working." 

Montgomery, who watched O'Mara 
rise from humble beginnings to become 
one of the world's best-conditioned ath- 
letes, says, "Without a doubt, Johnny is 
the most competitive person I’ve ever 
been around. I've been around Dave 
Scott, Lance Armstrong and Greg 
LeMond, and no one took a loss or 
trained harder than O'Mara. Johnny's 
training was so much greater than the 
guys' today. For Johnny, it all came back 
to commitment, perseverance, prepara- 
tion and pure desire, because he came 
from nothing. When he was a kid, he 
couldn't even buy a Slurpee because he 
was always so broke. No factory rider 
since him has come from being a teenager 
with no money in his pocket to become a 
champion. He had to win. There was no 
question about that from the time he was 
16 years old. No one has ever gone that 
fast and come from so little." 

Today, O'Mara has settled into a 
more comfortable lifestyle and lives in 
Southern California, where he is a hap- 
pily married man. 

"I've been married to Gina for two 
years," he says. "I met her through a 
mutual friend in 1991, the first year after 
I retired, and it's going real well." 

Today, when Johnny O'Mara wan- 
ders the pits at an AMA National 
motocross or supercross representing 
Oakley or keeping an eye on R.C., he 
walks with a quiet confidence that can 
only come from one who has been there 
- one who has seen both the good and 
the bad. To countless enthusiasts 
around the world (including this one), 
the O’Show personifies everything great 
about the sport. Because of his charisma, 
style, dedication, and his never-say-die, 
winning spirit, Johnny O'Mara is an 
indelible part of the folklore and soul 
that make motocross the beautiful and 
violent sport that it is. 

And while it may have taken a few 
years to come to terms with it, O'Mara 
has also become comfortable with the 
reality of David Bailey's situation. The 
two have warmed to their roles as the 
wise old men of motocross. 

"Yes, he's my best friend," says Bai- 
ley. "Things have come around for us. 
For some reason, now we have this 
thing where everything is cool, there are 
no problems and the (wheel) chair isn't 
a problem for him anymore. We've 
come back around. And somehow 
we've both managed to find wives 
named Gina. Yeah, he's still my best 
friend. I have that, and it's cool." см

en minutes aboard Triumph's 
JE new sport-touring contender, 
7 (the Sprint ST, tells you this is a 
“very serious challenger to Honda's 
class benchmark VFR800 - let alone 
other new kids on the all-arounder 
block like BMW's К11005 or the Ducati 
$T2/ST4 duo. Ten hours later, after a 
300-mile day riding through the hills 
and highways of southern Spain, you're 
left with little option but to accept that 
Triumph must now be taken very seri- 
ously in any market in which it chooses 
to compete, by competitors and cus- 
tomers alike. 

Going head to head against Honda is 
something Triumph has some practice 
in, for the T595 Daytona (since renamed 
the 955i) was an unashamed CBR900RR 
foe when first launched two years ago, 
just as the Tiger is targeted at the Africa 
'Twin/Varadero family outside the Unit- 
ed States. But in aiming to carve them- 
selves a slice of the flourishing sport- 
touring sector - an unusual ome, 
inasmuch as it features a relatively small 
number of models, each selling in quite 
large volume and most of them Euro- 
pean, thanks to the prevailing road con-

ditions there as compared to Japan or 
the States - Triumph engineers didn't do 
as they might have been expected to 
even as recently as five years ago, and 
applied their mix-and-match modular 
motorcycle concept to concoct a chal- 
lenger to the VFR and its like. 

бо, instead of adapting the 955i to 
more all-arounder mode, they started 
with a clean sheet of paper and did the 
job properly - so much so that my 10- 
hour quick spin left me convinced that 
not only is this certainly the best bike 
Triumph has yet built in its born-again 
John Bloor era, it's also very likely the 
most practical, best all-around sportbike 
I've yet to sample. What follows are the 
reasons why. 

First off, though - the looks. Like 
many others, I'll admit to being less 
than overwhelmed with the sober 
styling of the Sprint ST (forget the T695 
tag; Triumph has) when I first saw it in 
finished form at its Munich launch, but 
that was before viewing it in daylight. In 
both the red and black colors in which it 
will initially be offered, the Sprints 
parked in the forecourt of the Seville 
launch base displayed understated 
allure in the Spanish sunshine, with sub- 
tle curves to the distinctive "face" (head- 
lamps are shared with the 955i, hence 





the family resemblance) which only 
really become apparent in bright sun- 
light. 

Together with the clean visual sweep 
of the alloy twin-spar frame, specially 
designed for the Sprint to give extra 
strength for sport-touring loads and 
improved packaging (airbox, luggage, 
exhaust, etc.) compared to the 955i's 
tubular-alloy space frame, the result is a 
sense of distinctive refinement that's in 
keeping with the more restrained tastes 
of the sport-touring market, and is a 
credit to design chief John Mockett and 
his colleague Rod Scivyer, who was 
largely responsible for the overall 
styling. 

Hop aboard, and the proverbial 10 
minutes later you've discovered that 
form and function march hand in hand 
on the Sprint ST, because not only is the 
riding position perfectly tailored for a 6- 
foot rider, but the relatively low-cut 
screen and fairly wide fairing give 
impressive protection even at three-fig- 
ure speeds on the busy-looking mph 
speedo (the one in kph is more readable, 
with fewer digits on the dial). 

The Triumph feels physically bigger 
than the VFR, and so feels more spa- 
cious and comfy - but not at the expense 
of becoming unwieldy. Though retain-

ing the 955i's single-sided swingarm 
(thus allowing the silencer of the three- 
into-one exhaust system to be tucked 
well in, for extra ground clearance plus 
space to fit hard luggage), wheelbase is 
just over an inch longer than the sport 
triple's, at 57.9 inches. This was done to 
add stability but also has the additional 
benefit of loading up the front wheel 
weightwise, making it stick better in 
turns. 

This, however, doesn't affect the 
Sprint's steering, which is beautifully 
well-balanced and neutral, with extra 
leverage available from the quite long, 
ideally angled handlebars. Together 
with the 31.5-inch seat height and not 
overly rear-set footpegs, these deliver a 
relaxed and comfortable riding stance 
that makes mile-eating a pleasure, with- 
out too much weight on your arms and 
shoulders, yet with space to crouch 
lower when you want to up the pace. 

The ST is quite aerodynamic, with 
turbulence and wind blast well con- 
trolled, even sitting relatively upright at 











high speeds. The Sprint is a very untir- 
ing bike to ride hard, fast and long. 
Part of this is because the whole bike 


feels very solid and together, with a. 


build quality even on this preproduction 
model that's fully the equal of a Honda 
or BMW, which is praise indeed. Only 
an uneven gap where the fairing meets 
the frame and ill-fitting shrouds for the 
arms of the otherwise excellent mirrors 
leave room for improvement - and these 
problems may well be rectified before 
production. 

The seat is just spacious and well- 
padded enough to be comfy, and there's 
quite adequate room for a passenger, 
who has been supplied with very well- 
designed grab handle. This handle has 
to be removed if you opt to fit the good- 
looking single-seat cover, thus making 
the Sprint's looks live up to its name 
even more. The Sprint copies the 
ST2/ST4 idea of having an adjustable 
exhaust system that can be raised for 
increased ground clearance or lowered 
to give room for the hard luggage, 
which is available as an option. 

However, Ducati might care to take 
its payback by copying the Triumph's 
sidestand, here fitted in addition to an 
easy-on/off center stand апа which is 
correctly angled, must be positively 
retracted (so there are no suicide opera- 
tions benefiting parts-store turnover), 
and has an ignition cutout should you 
forget to do so. Ducati should also take 
note of the fact that the Sprint's good- 
looking, wraparound dashboard - which 
is perfectly legible even in bright sun- 
shine, when even the digital instruments 
show up well - is dominated by, ahem, a 
white-faced tacho that's perfectly legible 
- in the dark, with a digital clock, analog 
speedo (incorporating a digital trip/ 
mileage counter), and temp and fuel 
gauges, the latter ideally positioned at 
the top of the dash, where you can moni- 
tor it properly on a long run. Not that 
you should need to do so too often, for in 
spite (or maybe because) of being fitted 
with the same Sagem multipoint sequen- 
tial fuel-injection package as the 955i (but 
reprogrammed here to deliver a 
smoother power delivery and increased 
torque), the Sprint ST is pretty frugal. A 
fuel check midway through a hard-riding 
day showed 45 mpg - impressive fuel 
consumption for a one-liter sportbike, 
and good for a range of 200 miles 
between fill-ups from the 5.6-gallon tank 





jeans, with the more tucked-in stance of 
the new chassis - but also that you feel 
even less vibration than on the 955i, and 
certainly far less at freeway-cruising 
speeds than on BMW's К11005 sport 
Boxer. The Triumph has hefty weights 
on the end of the handlebars which help 
out here, but the overall feel even at 
higher rpm is of a smooth, svelte power 
unit that has just enough mechanical 
presence to be thrilling to ride. 

There's no choke, but the Sagem EFI is 
programmed for cold-start compensation 





- although, even when hot, you must 
remember to keep the throttle closed 
when pressing the starter motor button; 
otherwise some embarrassing and time- 
wasting spluttering will occur as the 
engine refuses to light up. When it does, 
response from the light-action throttle is 
immediate, though not so sudden as to 
cause a jerky pickup at low revs or from 
a closed throttle in slow turns. 

Instead, once under way, the engine 
pulls cleanly from 2500 rpm upward in 
top gear with no hiccups or flat spots, but

with a light, positive clutch action from 
rest or when changing down that is a 
model to others (and both clutch and 
brake levers are, incidentally, adjustable). 

Sagem's modified the EFI to improve 
fuelling at low revs, and together with 
the balance pipe added to the exhaust 
system delivers improved response low 
down. But from there to the 9700-rpm 
rev-limiter, there's a seamless spread of 
power that makes the Triumph so easy 
and yet so invigorating to ride, with no 
cheater dips in the power curve to pass 
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ж. 
- even when taking advantage of the ў 
reserves of performance of the new-gen- EH 
eration 79 x 65mm three-cylinder 12- 
valve engine, same as fitted to the 955i 
but with different camshafts and using 
cast pistons and steel liners instead of the 
forged pistons and coated-aluminum lin- 
ers employed on the Daytona to cope 
with its higher power output. So, where- 
as the 955i pushes out 128 bhp at 10,200 
rpm, the Sprint ST delivers a claimed 110 
bhp at 9200 rpm at the crank on the same 
11.2:1 compression ratio, but with a 
wider spread of torque that peaks at 6200 
rpm with 70 ft.-Ib. on tap, against the 
955i's 73.8 at 8500 revs. In fact, Triumph 
says the top speeds of the two bikes are 
quite similar, with the Sprint ST being 
good for 155 mph against the sport 
triple's 162 mph - but to be honest, this is 
pretty academic because, though the 
Sprint ST may also take longer to get 
there, it’s so much more user-friendly in 
the way that it does so, and scores heavi- 
ly for added convenience in real-world 
riding conditions. 

The Sprint's stiffer frame means Tri- 
umph has dispensed with two of the 
eight engine mounts employed on the 
955i chassis, which in turn means not 
only that the frame doesn't get so hot - 
an important factor when riding in 
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noise or emissions tests, even though 
the Sprint ST meets the tough new Euro- 
pean exhaust-emissions laws due to be 
introduced in 1999. 

Only a couple of extra rushes of revs 
around 5000 rpm and again at 6800 rpm, 
when engine speed picks up even faster 
and the exhaust note hardens slightly, 
punctuate the effortless flow of torque 
and power. 

Not that you're really aware of this in 
standard guise, for the Sprint is notice- 
ably quieter than the 955i, thanks to a 
new exhaust header and silencer sys- 
tem, a revised airbox with curved 
intakes, a supression block at the back of 
the crankcase to deaden gear and sprag- 
drive noise, and the shrouding effect of 
the twin-spar frame itself. 

But, sorry - if you buy a Sprint ST and 
don't spend the extra bucks on the muted 
but musical aftermarket pipe Triumph 
offers “for track use only,” you ain't got 
no soul. Quite apart from the extra 6 bhp 
it delivers, which gives a crisper edge to 
engine pickup, this has to be the two- 
wheeled equivalent of Alfa's V6 car 
motor - the best-sounding mass-market 
motorcycle engine money can buy. 

For the haunting hymn of the louder 
exhaust is not only untiring, even on a 
long ride, but you'll also catch yourself 
changing gear a little more often, blip- 
ping the throttle a little louder on down- 
shifts, than is strictly necessary - just to 
play that glorious-sounding pipe a little 
harder and remind yourself that nowa- 
days, when V-twin sportbikes are prac- 
tically commonplace, only a V-4's 
engine note is as individual as a triple's. 
Hallelujah! When you do work the shift 
lever, you may find the change a little 
stiff in the bottom three gears, as on one 
of the bikes I rode. Still, this had barely 
600 miles under its wheels, so I'll 
reserve judgement on that; the others 
were all fine. 

Ratios in the six-speed gearbox are 
the same as on the 955i, with the top 
three relatively close together and none 
of them an overdrive, which is not only 
good engineering practice but also ideal 
for high-speed cruising with sportbike 
potential held in reserve. 

In fact, it does pay to rev the Triumph 
motor out to somewhere approaching 
the redline if you're in a hurry, because 
you can. feel the extra punch of power 





above the 7000-rev mark, and Sprinting 
past lines of traffic on the way back to 
Seville.in the gathering dusk through a 
Sunday evening snarl-up, underlined 
the Sprint's outstanding midrange pick- 
up and good acceleration, in spite of a 
higher 455-pound dry weight than its 
955i stablemate. 

You don't notice the extra poundage 
in real-world road riding, though, for 
the Sprint ST has a balanced, sorted feel 
to the handling which makes easy work 
of tackling a series of fast sweepers. It's 
not as nimble as the Daytona - oops, 
955i - but by sport-touring standards, 
it's relatively agile in slower turns - it 
just needs you to work a little harder in 
sportbike mode. Best to relax and go 
with the flow, when the quite sporting 
steering geometry (25-degree head 
angle, just 92mm of trail) will allow you 
to swing the Sprint through turns with 
effortless aplomb. 

This is a deceptively fast point-to- 
point bike which you may suddenly real- 
ize you've been riding harder than you 
thought you were or had intended, and a 
prime ingredient in this is the Bridge- 
stone BT57 tires around which the Sprint 
was designed, the profiles of which are 
well-suited to the demands of the chassis 
and style of riding. It's especially wise to 
have opted for a 180-section rear, which 
avoids making the steering too heavy 
without sacrificing grip to the level 
required by a sport-touring bike. 

Start scratching moderately hard 
when riding alone, though, and you'll 
soon ground the hero tabs at the end of 
the footpegs, which are longer than they 
need to be for when the exhausts are 
lowered to fit some luggage. Sorry, but 
they'd be a prime candidate for some 
attention with an angle-grinder if and 
when I became a Sprint owner - in 
which case the next thing to touch down 
(and only if you try really hard) is the 
fairing lower on the exhaust side. Treat 
it as an honor mark. 

Because, make no mistake, the Sprint 
ST is endowed with all-around real- 
world handling that's fully in the super- 
sport class, a big factor in which is the 
compliant response of the Showa suspen- 
sion package. This features 43mm con- 
ventional forks fitted with twin-rate 
springs but adjustable only for preload, 
and a rear shock with a different link 





than the 955i (even though they share the 
same single-sided cast-alloy swingarm) 
which delivers 120mm of travel on stock 
settings, is adjustable for rebound damp- 
ing, and also has hydraulic spring-pre- 
load adjustment (so ideal for touring 
mode, with variable passenger and/or 
luggage weight on board). 

Ride quality is not only by some way 
the best yet on any Triumph, it also 
beats all its rivals in the sport-touring 
class for plushness - even the Honda - 
yet it doesn't sacrifice compliance in 
doing so. Hit a bump or a dip in the 
road surface cranked over on the Sprint, 
and it shrugs it off with maybe a single 
lazy wave of the bars if you're trying 
really hard. No weaves, no shakes and 
especially no wallowing around on too- 
soft settings that are the bane of some 
other pseudo-all-arounders with delu- 
sions of grandeur, handlingwise. 

Yet an extended run over the few 
Andalusian roads that haven't yet bene- 
fited from either a handout from Brus- 
sels or a former Spanish prime minister's 
pork-barrel generosity to his Andalusian 
homeland will have you marveling at 
the Triumph's composure over rough 
surfaces and its rock-solid feel - even if 
some rebound adjustment could usefully 
be provided up front: It bounces back a 
little too strongly over the worst of the 
bumps, on standard settings. 

Best of all, the Sprint is supremely 
stable at high speeds, tracking better 
than the VFR, even - say Triumph 
testers - loaded up with luggage. Stop- 
ping from terminal velocity loaded up 
with bags and bodies would be the 
supreme test of the Sprint's braking 
potential, but in solo guise, unloaded, 
the 955i package represented by the 
four-pot Nissin calipers mated to Thai- 
made 320mm Sunstar stainless discs 
does the same great job as on the sport 
triple, with lots of initial bite yet a pro- 
gressive feel which allows you to stroke 
the lever with lots of feedback, to knock 
off a little speed if you go too deep into 
a turn. But panic stops - like when a 
security guard turns out of the Rio Tinto 
high sierra mine complex straight in 
front of you, just as you're making the 
most of the fact that it's a Sunday - are 
no problem. This is an effective brake 
setup from an unexpected source - high- 
lighted by the fact that Brembo's one

contribution to the Sprint ST's build is, 
er, the cast-alloy wheels! 

What Triumph has concocted here is 
a motorcycle that comes very close to 
delivering the best of both worlds - even 
more so that the VFR Honda, which in 
its various forms has worn the mantle of 
champion all-arounder for most of this 
decade. So often, trying to be all motor- 
cycles to all men merely means being 
adequate at everything but exceptional 
at nothing - whereas on the Sprint ST, 
it's almost the other way around. 

Which leaves one possible chink in 
its armor: How much? Well, Triumph 
has pitched the Sprint ST very competi- 
tively pricewise at $10,495, with the 
VFR800 Honda listing for $9499, the 
BMW R1100S for $13,900, and the 
Ducati ST4 desmoquattro coming in at 
$14,495 - all of them heavier, and slow- 
er, than the Sprint ST claims to be. The 
jury's out until a long-distance compara- 
tive test pitches them against each other, 
but at $10,495, Triumph's contender is 
right in the ballpark pricewise, and 
dynamically, too, on the basis of my 
Spanish day trip. Flat-twin, V-twin, V-4 
or triple: Can less be more, in terms of 
the number of cylinders - or is the mid- 
dle ground the best bet? Is British best? 
Could be. см

GAINESVILLE, FL, JAN 2-3 
nthony Pocorobba tamed Gator- 
A Park's famed motocross 
track, winning three of four 
Expert and A classes in the first round 
of the Florida Winter AMA Motocross 
Series. 

At the champagne celebration, 
Unlimited Sports president Jerry West 
said, “When Anthony first started rac- 
ing here, we called him ‘Pokey’ because 
he was always last. His record today 
shows what hard work and persever- 
ance can accomplish." 

Banzai Motorsports, Pro Action, 
Smith, Bieffe, Alpine Stars, Extreme, 
Torco and Pirelli-backed Pocorobba 
said, "The first 250cc Pro moto was the 
best race that I have ever been involved 
in. Matt Walker and I battled back and 
forth all the way to the end. I finally 
passed him for the win in the very last 
turn." 

During the final 125cc Expert moto, 
Walker slid out with his left leg trapped 
under the bike. The resulting injury 
forced him to withdraw for the day. 

Keith Johnson topped Barry Carsten 
and Pocorobba in a close 125cc Expert 
class. The Brockton Cycle/Factory Con- 
nection/Sinisalo/Belray /Scott-backed 
rider has an interesting new line of 
work. Johnson, who is one of many 
strong New England riders to contest 
the series, explained, “I’ve a great new 
job. I’ve started working for Cannondale 
Bicycles on their four-stroke motorcycle- 
development project." 

More than 600 riders tried a new for- 
mat for the popular Florida series: The 
first moto was run on Saturday and the 
second on Sunday.

Golden State National Series, Round 1

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, JAN. 3 
eigning World Champion Alessio 
Chiodi made his debut on Ameri- 
can soil and left a huge impression 
by posting the overall 125cc.Pro-class 
victory during the opening round of the 
Sunstar Sprockets CMC Golden State 
Nationals, held at Glen Helen Raceway. 

In the first 125cc Pro race, Ty Kady 
led the opening laps but fell under the 
pressure applied by minicycle great 
Justin Buckelew, who was making his 
professional debut. Buckelew was quick 
to take the point and almost instantly 
pulled out a big lead. 

"The guy who was leading was get- 
ting pretty squirrelly out there," Buck- 
elew said, "so I decided to get around 
him as soon as possible." 

Once out front, Buckelew began what 
could only be described as a flawless 
performance. The young New Mexico 
native eventually pulled out a 17-second 
lead. 

While Buckelew was having a fun 
ride, Chiodi was having a tough time 
with the other competitors. 

"The American riders are too fast," 
said Chiodi. "They pushed me off the 
track two times." 

While Chiodi was getting accus- 
tomed to the gun-and-run racing of the 
CMC Pro class, another talented rider 
named Brett Racine was making his 
presence felt by working his way into 
second place, in front of Kady. 

As the laps wound down, it was 
apparent to all that this moto was the 
sole property of Buckelew, who simply 
smoked the field. 

Racine posted a solid second, while 
Kady, Travis Preston and Chiodi round- 
ed out the top five. 

The second moto saw Buckelew yank 
the start, with Chiodi in tow. Buckelew 
began to pull away early, but Chiodi 
was not far behind. 

"I knew it was Chiodi behind me 
because his bike sounds a lot different 
than any other bike I have heard," said 
Buckelew. "But with each lap it got more 
quiet, so I knew I was gaining ground." 

Buckelew's early chance at stardom 
came to an abrupt halt when he slid out 
on a high-speed off-camber straight- 
away. 

"I think we may have had the wrong 
front tire," Buckelew said. "I just lost the 
front end in one of those wet spots." 

Buckelew mounted a charge after the 
crash and raced back to as high as sec- 
ond place, but he was derailed by Rusty 
Holland, whose aggressive riding tactics 
drew much criticism during the day of 
racing. 

In the end, Chiodi owned the day 
with a 5-1 score for the win, which 
topped Kady's 3-3, Preston's 4-4, 
Racine's 2-7, and Buckelew's 1-8. 

Sean Hamblin was the big winner in 
the 125cc Intermediate class and the 
Schoolboy divisions. Hamblin rode with 
strength and speed en route to the 125cc 
Intermediate victory over an ever- 
improving Gerrit Ordelman and last 
year's mini sensation, Jonathan Shimp. 
Hamblin also edged out Turbo Reif and 
Ross Garcia in the Schoolboy division. 

An astonishing 240 minicycle racers 
were in attendance, all trying to become 
the next Buckelew or Shimp. Among the 
masses, there were some double class 
winners who stood out: Bruce Ruther- 
ford won the 50cc (7-8) and 60cc (0-8) 
classes; Mike Alessi took the 60cc (9-11) 
and 80cc (7-11) honors; and Brandon 
Layton won the 80cc (12-13) and Super- 
mini divisions. 

Mike Blose of Arizona did not win 
two classes, but he put on a great show

LAS VEGAS, NV, JAN. 3 

n his last major race on American soil 
Е heading off to contest the 250cc 

World Grand Prix circuit, 
Pamo/Honda-backed Ryan Hughes 
lined his pockets with $20,000 in cash 
after winning the combined 125/250cc 
Pro class during the Las Vegas Events 
running of the 10th annual СЕТ Racing 
$50,000 Invitational Supercross at the 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway. 

Hughes' big payday did not come 
easily. Not only did he have to contend 
with a starting gate full of top 250cc 
Pros (including past GFI Invitational 
winners Phil Lawrence and Jeff Emig), 
he also had to: work his way through 25 
of the fastest 125cc Pros on hand. 

Early in the day, during the running 
of the Amateur program, there was 
some concern about the amount of Pro 
entries, and it was decided to run all the 
125cc and 250cc riders in one race and 
up the winner's share to a cool $20,000. 
By the time the Pro practice was ready 
to start, the number of 125cc entries had 
swelled to nearly 50. It was too late to 
switch back to the traditional running of 
separate 125cc and 250cc classes, so a 
quick four-lap qualifier was run to nar- 
row the 125cc field down to 25 riders. 
These 25 riders were given a 25-second 
head start over the 250cc class at the 
start of the single-moto main event. 

Ivan Tedesco put his YZ125 into the 
lead as the huge field funneled through 
the sweeping left-hand first turn in the 
qualifier that cut the size of the 125cc 


'ahead of Shae Bentley. 











Pro class in half. IMS-backed Donald 
Upton and Kris Rourke held down sec- 
ond and third, respectively, until Tallon 
Vohland got around them both by the 
end of lap two. 

Vohland quickly closed in on 
Tedesco and then jumped past him on a 
step-up jump on the back section of the 
track to grab the lead that he would con- 
trol until the checkers fell. Tedesco held 
off Shawn Perolio for second pick on the 
starting gate. Upton went down and 
became a spectator for the rest of the 
day. Michael Brandes and Mike Brown 
worked up to finish fourth and fifth, just 
Nick Wey, 
Rourke, Chad Sanner and Greg Schnell 
rounded out the top 10 in the quick 
qualifier. 

When main-event time rolled 
around, it was Yamaha rider Gio 
Tedesco with the holeshot, just ahead of 
Brandes, Bentley and Brad Hagseth. 

Brooms were flying as mechanics 
swept off the cement starting pad for the 
250cc class. 25 seconds after the 125s 
were let loose, the gate dropped for the 
250s, with local Pro Jason Partridge 
leading the way. Heath Voss slid his 
Honda into second, ahead of Takeshi 
Koikeda, Hughes, Lawrence and 
Michael York. 

Within a lap, Brandes had his Primal 
Impulse Suzuki running out front. Bent- 
ley controlled second place, as Perolio 
and Brown started moving up through 
traffic to join the lead group. Partridge 
was putting in a great ride on his home 
track, but by lap two Hughes had 
caught the Suzuki pilot and pushed him 
back to second place. Hughes was slic-

ing through the 125cc field and by lap 
three he was running 13th overall. 

Up front, Brandes had put about five 
seconds on Bentley and looked to have 
the first half of the race well in hand. 
Bentley had 10 seconds on Brown, who 
had his hands full with Perolio. Ivan 
Tedesco was up to fifth, followed by 
Vohland and Gio Tedesco. 

Hughes continued his forward march 
and was inside the top 10 overall as All- 
Japan Champion Kyle Lewis made his 
way around Partridge to hold down the 
runner-up position in the 250cc class. 

In what has become a tradition of the 
GFI Invitational race, the racers were 
given a checkered flag and the race was 
stopped at the midway point for a 10- 
minute break. The riders were then 
lined up side by side in the order in 
which they had received the checkers - 
the idea being to allow the mechanics to 
make any last-minute adjustments to the 
bikes, and also to bunch the riders back 
up together in an effort to provide closer 
racing for the spectators. This year, GFI 
added a $1000 bonus to the top 125cc 
and 250cc riders at the midway break. 
Brandes and Hughes collected the 
money. * 

Pole sitter Brandes seemed confident, 
knowing that in 15 short minutes he 
could be a whole lot richer. 

“I got a pretty good start, then just 
moved up into the lead and I'm just 
going for it," said Brandes. "I see the 
dollars and I want to win." 

Judging by announcer Kyle Parson's 
informal spectator survey, Emig had to 
be the crowd favorite, but the multi- 
time champ found himself sitting in 
about 20th place on the restart line. 

“Tt was a little bit wet on the outside 
of the first turn, and I wanted to pivot 
and turn," said Emig. "I slid out and, 
sure enough, I knew there would be a 
bunch of bikes coming right behind me, 
because I was about fifth or so. Lance 
Smail got my throttle cable caught in his 
brake lever and all kinds of stuff, and 
that's not how you want to start out a 
race." 

Brandes jumped out to a three-sec- 
ond lead over Bentley on the restart. 
Vohland was on the move, passing both 
Brown and Bentley two laps into the 
second half of the race. Hughes came 
from his sixth-place restart to quickly 
dispose of Ivan Tedesco and then 
Brown. A lap later, Hughes went under 
Bentley to control third place. 

Meanwhile, Vohland jumped to the 
inside of Brandes to steal away his line, 
taking the top spot in the process. Bran- 
des stayed close, but Hughes joined 
them, making it a three-rider battle for 
the lead. 

Hughes sailed over Brandes in front 
of the filled grandstands to take over the 
runner-up position, then dived under 

Vohland at the end of the same straight- 
away one lap later to take the lead once 
and for all. Hughes ended up putting a 
couple of seconds on Vohland by the 
time the checkers waved. 

Tim Ferry came alive on the last lap, 
getting around Lewis and then stuffing 
his way underneath Brandes to steal 
away third. Ferry then managed to close 
to within two bike lengths of Vohland at 
the finish. 

"I wasn't looking behind me during 
the race - I knew I had the speed to go to 
the front," Hughes said after he was 
presented with a briefcase stuffed with 
$20,000. “I was a little worried about the 
125 guys ramming me, because I would 
have rammed for 20 grand. Everybody 
rode good and clean, and I think it was 
a good turnout for all the fans and the 
riders. I think the riders were a little 
worried in the beginning of how it was 








going to turn out, but I think it was 
good racing for everybody." 

Team FMF's Vohland went home 
$10,000 richer for his second-place fin- 
ish and first-125cc-rider status. 

“I got caught up in a pileup in the 
first turn," Vohland said. "I actually 
didn't go down, but I had to go off the 
track and through the banners, so I had 
a really bad start. I saw the first few 
guys were getting away but the rest of 
the pack was staying really close togeth- 
er, so I really pushed hard and I got 
almost to third at the halfway break. I 
tried to hold off Ryno, but I couldn't. I 
tried to keep him close and force him 
into a mistake, but with that horsepow- 
er, after a lap, he started to get away." 

Yamaha-mounted Ferry was content 
with his showing despite a slow start. 

"] was feeling pretty good today," 
said Ferry, who earned $5800 for his 
third-place finish. "My Noleen Yamaha 
was working good, and I'm happy with 
third. This is the best I’ve done in any 
preseason race, so I'm pretty happy, and 
I'm excited about the Supercross opener 
at Anaheim next week." 

Brandes earned $3500 for fourth, 
with Lewis getting a thousand dollars 
less for fifth. Bentley brought his Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit-backed KX125 across 
for sixth. Seventh went to Ivan Tedesco, 
with Koikeda, Brock Sellards and Voss 
rounding out the top 10. см

1999 GFI California Winter Series North, Round 1

TURLOCK, CA, DEC. 27 

usty Holland swept both the 125 

and 250cc Pro classes at the 

opening round of the 1999 GFI 
California Winter Series, but one of the 
most anticipated races of the day was 
the 125cc Intermediate race, due to the 
fact that it would be Ryan Morais' debut 
racing a 125 - a contest, as it turned out, 
which he would win. Morais has domi- 
nated the 80cc class for several years 
with back-to-back championships at 
Loretta Lynn's and the Florida Winter 
Olympics. У 

The 250cc Pro-class race started off 
with Suzuki-mounted Scott Davis tak- 
ing the holeshot ahead of Evans, Hol- 
land, Dean Matson and Jeff Pestana. 
Davis was soon overwhelmed by Evans 
and Helland, who sent him back to 
third, while Matson and Pestana battled 
for fourth. 

Evans and Holland quickly pulled 
away from the pack, battling each other 
lap after lap. On the third lap, Holland 
made his move and passed Evans on a 
tricky right-hander. Evans, however, 
stayed glued to Holland's rear fender 
and even carved out a crafty line across 
the side of a long tabletop. The line 
saved Holland precious time lap after 
lap by keeping him flying low. 

Meanwhile, Pestana made his way 
around Matson up the long straight- 
away and then passed Davis on the 
same stretch three laps later to snag 
third; he then set his sights on the front- 
runners. The Holland-Evans express 
was long gone, however, and Pestana 
settled into a pace to secure third. 

With a 20-minute, single-moto for- 
mat, time was running out for Evans, 
who followed Holland around the track. 
As the duo came over the long tabletop, 
Evans took his low line and took the 
lead from Holland. Holland returned 
the favor on the ensuing straightaway to 
retake the lead and the win. Evans took 
a well-deserved second, followed by 
Pestana. Terry Fowler took his big four- 
stroke Yamaha from a poor start to 
fourth, and Davis rounded out the top 
five. 

"| was pretty tight and haven't had 
much time on the 250," said Holland 
about his win. "I'm a lot more comfort- 
able on my 125. Tyler (Evans) rode good 
and kept me moving the whole moto." 

Evans was a little disappointed. 

“I had him (Holland) over that table- 
top that I was cutting," he explained, 
"put he block-passed me coming out of 
the next corner. I was so tired that I had 
nothing left on the last lap." 

The 125cc Pro-class race saw Yama- 
ha-mounted Dean Matson rail the first 
turn, followed by Pestana, Dan Paladi- 
no, Evans and Holland. Pestana fell vic- 
tim to a crash that set him back a ways, 
while Holland blew through the whoop 
section to take over the lead from Mat- 
son. Holland, admittedly more com- 
fortable on a 125, checked out and 
quickly opened up a sizable lead. 
Evans made his way past Matson over 
a tabletop for third and then out- 
gunned Paladino through the whoops 
to take over second. Evans then set 
about catching Holland, but he found 
the task rather difficult; as Holland set 
a blistering pace that Evans simply 
could not match. 

Meanwhile, back in the pack, 
Kawasaki riders Jeff Northrop and Brett 
Racine hooked up and sliced their way 
through the pack to eventually secure 
the fourth and fifth positions, respec- 
tively. Paladino held down third. 

As the moto wound down, Northrop 
reeled in Paladino and got within a few

lengths of taking over 

third, but Paladino held strong to the 
finish. 

Holland cruised to an easy win, fol- 
lowed by Evans, Paladino, Northrop 
and Racine. 

"The track was pretty technical, and 
the berms they put in were good 
changes," Holland said. "I found some 
good lines out there and kept a good 
pace the whole moto." 

“1 almost ate it a couple of times out 
there" said Evans about his second- 
place finish. "The track was pretty one- 
lined, but my new Suzuki worked 
great." 

Paladino was content with his third- 
place finish. 

"| got a good start and banged bars 
with Matson," said Paladino. "After 
Holland and Evans passed me, I just set- 
Нед in third and rode a good pace." 

A huge 125cc Intermediate class 
forced a two-division format to be 
implemented. The top seven from each 
division transferred to two separate 
main events. In the first division, Morais 
took a wire-to-wire victory over Steve 
Mertens, Jesse Dawson, Nathan Tierney, 
Randy Norman, Craig Truglio and 
Kenny Heess. The second division saw 
Kelly Quinn take the victory over Calvin 
Andlovec, Jeremy Santoro, Logan Mas- 
terson, Mike Anderson, Robert Harold 
and Dylan Vicha. 

This set the stage for the all-impor- 
tant second division-one moto, and as 
the gate dropped, it was Suzuki-mount- 
ed Quinn squeaking out the holeshot 
over Morais, Tierney, Heess and 
Mertens. 

Quinn kept Morais behind him until 
the duo hit the downhill triple. Quinn 
doubled while Morais tripled and inher- 








ited the lead. After 
blowing through the 
whoops, Morais quick- 
ly opened up a lead 
that would steadily 
increase lap after lap. 
Meanwhile, Quinn and 
Tierney tangled in a left- 
hander and both riders 
went down, and Mertens 
and Heess seized the 
opportunity to take over 
second and third. 

Heess did his best to 
pass Mertens but had no 
success. Santoro made his 
way up into fourth after 
battling with Dawson, who 
had gone down. Truglio 

battled with Andlovec for 
fifth. The two duked it out 
to the wire. 

Out front and taking the checkered 
flag with a huge margin of victory was 
an elated Morais, who was followed by 
Mertens, Heess, Santoro and Andlovec. 
The overall results, due to the two-divi- 
sion format, gave Morais the win, fol- 
lowed by Mertens, Santoro, Andlovec 
and Heess. 

"I'm not nervous now," said Morais. 
"] thought I had the holeshot but Quinn 
flat-tracked it down the start, but I got 
him on the downhill triple. I want to 
thank my brother Cory; he didn't ride 
and was my mechanic for the day." ем

Srenkel steals 
Carlsbad MX victory

CARLSBAD, CA, DEC. 19 
Chris Srenkel held off late-moto charges by Josh 
Tupa to claim both motos in the 125cc Interme- 














diate class on a stormy day in Southern Califor- 
nia. For the first time in many years, the track 
started off dry and became a slippery quagmire 
that had track crews scrambling to cut off the 
lower part of the downhill for the Mini class. 

The holeshot of the combined 125cc Interme- 
diate class and the 125cc Novice class was 
grabbed by Srenkel, who was followed by Tupa 
and Geoff Walters. Walters and Tupa locked 
bars, allowing Novice-class leader Kenny Siev- 
ers to momentarily pass for the overall lead. 
Srenkel wanted none of that and pulled a giant 
lead over the pack. Tupa was on a míssion and 
made it back up to second by the bottom of the 
uphill. The damage had been done, however, as 
Srenkel had a comfortable five-second lead by 
the end of the first lap. 

As the 125cc Intermediates began to put 
track space between themselves, Sievers, the 
Novice-class leader, was being dogged by Mike 
Horvath. Horvath's persistence allowed him to 
get by and put a gap over the rest of the Novice 
field. Meanwhile, Srenkel took the checkers, 
with a hard-charging Tupa right on his rear 
fender. Walters finished third. 

Horvath was next to crest the top of the infa- 
mous "Devil's Drop," gaining the Novice win. 
Sievers finished a couple of bike lengths back, 
followed by third-place finisher Pat Hawley. 

During the second moto, a slight rain began 
to fall over Carlsbad Raceway, but the races 
went on and Srenkel and Tupa went at it again, 
with Srenkel taking the advantage by the time 
the pack passed the horseshoe. The lead did not 
last long, as Srenkel overjumped the infield 
tabletop, almost allowing Tupa to shoot by for 
the lead. 

Horvath was leading the Novice class, mean- 
while, followed closely by Walters and Sievers. 

This time out, Srenkel could not manage to 
lose Tupa, and they stayed within two seconds 
of one another for most of the moto. The best 
dicing on the track, however, was between Hor- 
vath and Walters, who battled throughout the 
entire moto. Horvath took the advantage after 
outjumping the Intermediate rider down the 
downhill. 

When the white flag came out, so did the 
rain. The track began to get even more slick as 
the blue grooves became covered in slimy 
Carlsbad mud. With less than a lap to go, Tupa 
made his final charge, coming within a bike 
length of Srenkel before the lap was over. Hor- 
vath held off Walters ánd captured the win in 
the 125cc Novice class, with Sievers coming 
around in second, followed by Adam Fichtel- 
man, who was a couple of turns behind the 
front-runners.

Belisle ran first in 
the Expert class, with Jeff Surwall a close second 
and Moates in third. 

As Smith roared his YZ250 down the drag 
strip, Moates made his move past Belisle and 
Surwall to claim second overall, first Expert. 
Behind Moates came Belisle, Surwall and a slew 
of other Vet racers who would eventually 
become lappers. 

Midway through the 45-minute Vet race, 
Moates appeared to be in control of the Expert 
class, but he was actually losing time due to 
lapped traffic. Surwall had made his move on 
Belisle and was gaining on Moates. 

Weber still ran second in the Pro class, but 
he was being outdone by the top three Expert 
riders. Smith managed to get five laps of riding 
out of the 45-minute moto and lapped more 
than half the field before he took the checkers. 
Weber finished second in the Pro class, behind 
USGP hero Moates, who won the Expert class 
and later in the day captured the victory in the 
Vet 40 Masters division, making him a double 





class winner. Following Moates were Surwall 
and Belisle. 

The team race was the final race of the day 
and also the most awe-inspiring, with competi- 
tors dodging one another as they switched rid- 
ers. The race was split into Novice and Expert 
divisions, and everyone was encouraged to ride. 
The Expert class took off from the line first, with 
Dustin Nelson taking the lead, followed by John 
Knight. The two lead riders pulled a surprising 
lead over the third-placed team by the first lap. 
As Nelson came into the pits to pass the band to 
his partner Thomas Englehardt, the lead duo 
had a healthy lead. 

The Novice-class competition was a match of 
Ed Christiansen and John Taylor vs. the team of 
Grieb and Malmquist. 

Meanwhile, Dustin Watson, Knight's partner, 
gave chase to Englehardt and eventually passed 
the local racer before making another rider switch. 
Englehardt closed the gap on the drag strip due to 
the brute force of his YZF400, compared to Wat- 
son's YZ125. The close race made the rider switch 
interesting, as both riders stormed into the trans- 
fer zone within inches of one another. The 
Knight/Watson team got out of the pits first, with 
Nelson on his blue rear fender. Nelson, of the 
fastest of the leading teams, pulled a gap on 
Knight, but not one that would hold up when the 
hard-charging Watson took up the chase on the 
final and deciding lap. Watson reeled in Engle- 
hardt and made the pass to win the race. As fait 
would have it, Watson and Knight were a little 
lucky that they did not have to hold off the 
advances of Nelson for another lap. 

The Novice class, on the other hand, was 
dominated by the Christiansen/Taylor team. 
They pulverized the field, leading every lap of 
the race. The action in the Novice class was for 
second place, between the team of Grieb and 
Malmquist and the third-placed team of Seinz 
and Howard. Neither team was willing to hold 
back, because the event was the final race of the 
day. On the final lap, the Seinz/Howard team 
managed to get around their competitors and 
stay in front of the Grieb/Malmquist team all 
thé way to the finish line.

Ramsey, Hamblin 
rule GFI Perris finale

In what was probably GFI Racing/s final race at 
Perris Raceway, Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Thor-backed Nathan Ramsey split moto wins 
with teammate Scott Sheak in 125cc Pro action. 
Ramsey's second-moto win gave him the overall 
and the prize money over Sheak. Sean Hamblin 
was equally as impressive, as he went 1-1 to finish 
off the year with the 125cc Intermediate-class win. 

First 125cc Pro moto action saw KX125- 
mounted Sheak grab the early lead over Ram- 
sey, Jerry Aleman and Marty Madsen. Ramsey 
latched on to Sheak's back fender and spent the 
next 15 laps waiting for Sheak to make a mis- 
take. The mistake never happened, and Sheak 
went on to win the moto, with Ramsey finishing 
second. Aleman brought his RM125 across the 
line for third, ahead of David Hughes and Mad- 
sen. It should be noted that, though he was not 
entered in the Pro class, it was Hamblin who 
actually greeted the checkers first. Hamblin ran 
in the Outlaw class, which left in the same gate 
as the Pros, proving that he does indeed have 
the speed to run with the big boys. 

Ramsey shot into the second-moto lead, with 
Aleman and Sheak in hot pursuit. It took Sheak 
a little more than a lap to get around Aleman. 
Sheak then set out after Ramsey. By the halfway 
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point, Sheak had Ramsey in his sights, but he 
was unable to make the pass and he would have 
to settle for the second-place money. Hughes 
used consistent 4-4 rides to earn third over Jere- 
my Heil and Madsen. 

The first 125cc Intermediate moto was a 
Hamblin benefit, as the Yamaha speedster led 
every lap in the 12-lap race for a seemingly easy 
victory. Turbo Reif chased Randy Clark for 
much of the race before finally finding daylight 
with a couple of laps left to move into second 
place, where he would finish. In one of his first 
races as an Intermediate, Ryan Fedorow worked 
his way up through traffic to finish third, ahead 
of Clark. 

Hamblin was just as impressive in moto two, 
grabbing the lead on the opening lap and disap- 
pearing with the win. Reif gated in second place 
and stayed there for the duration. A good battle 
for third place erupted between Bobby Blood- 
worth, Fedorow and Clark, with Clark prevailing 
to sew up the position with 4-3 finishes.

Atlanta. We tried something in the race 
and I screwed up and it didn't work and 
we did poorly. Pole position's easy, 
qualifying's easy. That's what all these 
people don't understand. You put a 
grippy tire on and it's easy to do. All you 
do is concentrate for a minute and a half. 
Anybody can do that. Anyone can con- 
centrate for a minute and a half. Obvi- 
ously, certain times this year, I got it bet- 
ter than anybody else and 1 was willing 
to maybe put more on the line, or maybe 
I had a better feel for the qualifying tire 
than anybody. When the boys put a 
qualifying tire on, I turn the throttle 
from zero to 100 percent real, real quick, 
and obviously quicker than anyone else, 
because that's what you've got to do. 


\ What was your best race? 


think I did a really good job at 
Ў Brainerd to finish second. And if I 
wouldn't have run a little bit wide in the 
third- or fourth-fastest corner at Brain- 
erd, I might have had something for Eric 
(Bostrom) in the last corner toward the 
finish line. That's what my plan was, to 
stuff it in there as hard as I could and if I 
ran wide through there, as long as he 
was on the outside of me, I'd finish in 
front of him. I couldn't be close enough 
to stick in it at all. I think I did a good 
job to finish second there. At Vegas, 
from the moment we wheeled the bike 
out of the truck, we were quicker than 
everyone. And I think we would've won 
that race by a lot more if the wind 
wasn't up. When it's windy, it's almost 
a second a lap slower. The wind was 
really gusting and we were doing the 
same lap times. It was beneficial to us in 
some places. Some places it hurt us. 
Other places it was beneficial. It sort of 
evened itself out. 


^ Yeah, it was terrible - I feel really 

“bad. It was the worst, resultwise. In 
Ohio, I had at terrible race as well. But 
that one had nothing to do with what 
the team had done to the bike, or any- 
thing. I just wasn't feeling good. I was 
tired. I hadn't been sleeping for a month 
or two before that. I just wasn't feeling 
good. And World Superbike caught up 
with me a bit. I was pissed off at World 
Superbike, that we broke in both races, 
because we should have been on the box 
in both races. Some guys obviously 
crashed and some of the fast guys were 
really damn slow. We should have been 
on the box, and I was pissed off and I 
was dejected because I really wanted to 
do good there - to try and maybe have a 
last go, thinking maybe I could end up 
at World Superbike. Obviously, I 
couldn't. 


«The bike has to be better next 
A year, clearly, even to get to the 
level of the other bikes last year. Do 
you know that it's going to be better? 

& No, I don't know it. I have no guar- 
£-\.antees at all, no guarantees that it's 
going to be better. We're working with 
the fuel injection now and we've got it 
pretty much as good as the carburetors. 
We've yet to make the final decision. We 
did a test last month апа we were run- 
ning very similar lap times. It's never a 
guarantee in any sport, especially with 
what we're doing. There's other areas 
we're working on, away from the motor. 
We know we're not going to find 15 or 
20 horsepower to match the sort of 
horsepower the RC45's putting out. 
We've got to look to different areas to 
try and get what we need to do. We're 
pushing shit uphill trying to keep up 
with them. Anytime I'm in a race and 
I'm stuck behind one of them, I’m just 





pushing my ass off just to keep up. And - 


once they slow us down in the middle of 
the corner, we've got no acceleration, no 
speed to keep up down the straight. 
When we get to the next corner, all 
we're trying to do is play catch-up 
again. And I said it all year - that's how 
it’s been all year. 


f XI was wondering why you'd want 
\— to do that again for three more 
years. 

It's a challenge for me. It's a chal- 
Z *lenge for me, and I'm having fun 
doing it. I look around and I see all the 
race teams and Um happy that Suzuki 
looked after me and they believe in me 
and they believe I can win the champi- 
onship - and I'm happy with that. And 
anything that they tell me they're going 
to do for me, they do for me. If not, they 
don't tell me they're going to do it. They 
say we will try to get you stuff, but we 
can't guarantee it. That suits me fine. It's 
not like the previous year, when I was 
with (Eraldo) Ferracci and I had a whole 
lot of things that were going to happen 
and nothing eventuated. And I won 
four races. Combined, they gave me 40 
minutes of happiness straight after the 
race. Unfortunately, I can't be happy for 
40 minutes of the year; I need to be 
happy for the whole year. As much as I 
would love to win every race, maybe 
I'm.not going to. Maybe I'll never win 
an AMA Superbike title... maybe I'll 
never win another championship again 
in my life, but I'm happy. I'm happy 
doing what I do, and I’m happy with 
the challenge that I've taken on. 


g «Do you have access to the same 
~ fuel-injection system that World 
Superbike has? 

A, We can't run it. It’s not homologat- 
^ ed. They're allowed-to run a differ- 
ent throttle body. It's a whole different 
body. We run the production body that 
comes with the street bike, which, 
unfortunately, is hurting us. It's a big, 
big key to how this might turn out next 
year. Because so far, we've tested it, it's 
still down on horsepower a bit. The lap 
time's the same. It just smoothes out the 
whole motorcycle. The suspension prob- 
lems we had went away and it just 
seems to smooth out the powerband. If 
we can get that horsepower and keep 
that smoothness and throttle - which we 
know we can; that's all down to elec- 
tronics and getting the mapping right - 
and if we can get that, we'll have less 
problems with the setup, the suspen- 
sion; we should have smoother accelera- 
tion; obviously (it will be) better on the 
tires. We're missing that little bit of a 
link there at the moment. Obviously, 
Suzuki's trying as hard as they can to do 
it; unfortunately, we just haven't come 
up with it yet. 5 


f Will having more races this year 
"7 help or hurt? 


А Well, we've got more at the 


year, and come next year we'll have 12 
races. Like this time last year, we had 14 
races, too. 
f ™\ Who's the competition this year? 
A From what we hear about the 
£ X Yamaha superbike, we can count 
those two guys out if they get the new 
one. That's just, obviously, what you 
hear at the moment. No, there's guys 
like Anthony (Gobert), Miguel 
(DuHamel) Aaron (Yates), Ben 
(Bostrom) - lots of guys. Aaron on the 
Kawasaki - there are shitloads of people 
who are going to be fast. Lots and lots of 
people. But you never see a close super- 
bike race. Very, very rarely do you see a 
close superbike race. It's because all the

bikes are different and every race you 
go to is different, so you've got to try to 
do the best with what you've got. I think 
it's going to be the same for everyone. 
Obviously, championshipwise, I don't 
know about Miguel, though. He's still 
not real healthy as far as the knee and 
that goes. I don't know where he's going 
to go with that. If he's not better within 
the next month or so and he just has 
enough time to get fit, he'll probably 
struggle for the first few races, and that 
could be enough to keep him out of it if 
a few people get a fast start. From what 
I hear about Anthony, he's got (a) full 
factory bike and that sort of stuff. And 
Anthony on a full factory bike, people 
will see how fast he can go. It's just a 
matter of if he's going to do the whole 
year and if the bike's reliable and if he 
can see out the year - keep himself on a 
straight line and see out the year. If he 
does, he's tough to beat. Everyone 
knows how fast he is. The guy hasn't 
ridden a bike for I don't know how 
long, and he comes here and goes fast. 
He's a rider - that's why. That's the only 
reason that happens.

^ I'm not alone in that, but I'm the 

A only one that's got the balls to stand 
up and say anything. АП these riders are 
a bunch of handbags, they really are. 
And they wonder why they keep having 
to go back to some of these tracks 
instead of just sort of saying, "Let's do 
something about this race track" and 
^We're not happy riding it." In amongst 
all of us talking, everyone says that, but 
when someone comes up to them who's 
official, they don't even mention it. It's 
terrible. I’m sure Miguel and those guys 
will be mentioning it a little bit more 
from now on. But Miguel was a bit of a 
critic all the time. I think now that I'm 
disappointed at some of the comments 
that I’ve heard from the guy at Loudon, 
and he called me a prima donna because 
I said his track was dangerous - blah, 
blah, blah. Since I’ve been here in ^96, I 
said that track's unbelievable. In the 
paper this year, I heard he called me a 
prima donna. Obviously, he hasn't 
opened his eyes and seen who was lead- 
ing his race this year and who won it the 
year before and who was competitive 
the year before that, and that was me. 
Come Sunday, you still have to put your 
head down and do the best job you can. 
I like that type of race track. Fortunately, 
I've had a cushion at that race track as to 
how fast I could go. I can just back off a 
little bit and be fast enough to stay out 
front. I don't know why, but that race 
track seems to suit me really well. I can 
just back off a little bit and still be fast. 
I'm a critic of the race track - you have 
to be. This is our lives. This is my life. 
One crash and you're hurt. Then what 
do I have? 


f Let's go backward a bit. You said 
AŻ recently that when you rode for 
Cagiva, you were a bit immature. 
Would you do anything different in 
your career? 

, You always say you'd do things dif- 
/ *ferently, but when you look back, 
I'm happy now - I’m making a good liv- 
ing, I have a beautiful wife, so Um 
happy. Maybe if I changed something 
back then, I'd be feeling like shit right 
now, so who knows? Things are turning 
out good for me at the moment. As 
much as I'd like to win six or seven 
races a year, and I’m not, things are 
looking good for me. In five years, prob- 
ably when I retire, everyone will be 
happy to see the back of me - especially 





the AMA, probably. I won't be whing- 
ing about race tracks anymore. And 
everyone else will probably think, 
"Christ, that prick's gone," and every- 
one will forget about me. So, essentially, 
I've got to look after one person, and 
that’s me. Because when I go, nobody's 
gonna give a shit where I’ve gone. I 
wouldn't have changed anything. Obvi- 
ously, in the short term, I would never 
have gone and raced a 500 so early. I 
was road racing for less than two years 
when I signed the 500 contract. I got on 
а 250 production bike, won the '91 250 
production championship. In '92, I won 
the Superbike Championship, and in 
September of '92, before I even finished 
the Superbike Championship, I signed a 
500 contract. My contract was three 
years. I only did one year. Basically, 
there was some tension on the team 
with the whole (John) Kocinski thing 
that was going on. Cagiva had liked 
Kocinski for years and years, апа when 
they got the chance to have him, their 
program was going to shit. Everything 
was turning to crap. Everything turned 
to crap for Doug (Chandler) as well. 
And I remember Doug wasn't happy at 
all about that. So, everything turned to 
shit in '93. And, yeah, if the same-thing 
happened to me, I would've been able to 
handle it in a different way and I proba- 
bly would've survived, but back then.... 
I remember driving down the road, I 
had a 40-foot motorhome that I leased 
off Wayne Gardner, and I still think 
back now and remember driving down 
the road and thinking to myself, "Man, 
what am I doing here? What am I doing 
here? Here's (Wayne) Rainey, and 
(Kevin) Schwantz." 

‘Just the year before, I had their 
posters on my wall. It’s the truth. I had 
their posters on my, wall and now I’m 
lining up on the grid with them? This 
isn’t right. It shouldn’t be happening. 
But it was. I was 20 years old. If you'd 
have seen this contract they put in front 
of me, it seems to be worth a couple of 
million dollars. And the first year was 
worth so much, it was unbelievable. The 
first year was worth a lot of money 
because the year before, I basically 
signed a contract with Kawasaki for 
nothing. And I'd gone and won so many 
races that year. Even in '92, when I won 
the championship, I probably made, all 
up, $50,000. Then, all of a sudden, 
they're dangling this big carrot in front 
of you. You say, “Shit, I’m 20-years-old, 
I've been swinging a hammer with the 
old man and arguing every day on the 
roof in the 110-degree heat." It's like, 
^Man, give me a pen, I want to sign this 
damn thing." And when I first went on 
the 500, I was actually pretty quick until 
I started crashing the thing. And I didn't 
understand why I crashed it. I never, 
ever high-sided a road bike until I got 
on a 500. And the first one I had was in 
Jerez - a big third-gear high-side. And I 
don't remember anything, until the next 
thing I know, I was in hospital. It just 
happened too quick. I was lost, totally 
lost. I didn't know Europe, didn't know 
nothing. I got hooked up with Harris 
Barnett, who was Wayne Gardner's 
manager. I didn't even meet the guy 
until I was in the room, signing the con- 
tract. I thought Г was this superstar. 
Essentially, everything I'd done was just 
а big f---up, everything. And I wasn't 
ready for it. I was very immature. I 
wasn't probably as mature as what 
Nicky Hayden's going to be when he's 
20. I was an ex-motocrosser, a hooligan, 
and tear-ass in cars, all that sort of 
bullshit, and then I come and I'm racing 
500 GPs. It was just a big fat waste of 
time. см

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ther than the fact that I was slow- 
О: I was по different than Kenny 

Roberts, Eddie Lawson, Wayne 
Gardner, Randy Mamola or anyone else 
on the long list of followers. I was 
behind Freddie Spencer and he was get- 
ting away from me at a high rate of 
speed. And ће was pulling away while 
looking a lot slower than I did. He was 
doing it with barely any body move- 
ment, bike wobble, or harsh transitions. 
I, on the other hand, probably looked 
like an accident looking for a place to 
happen as I tried to keep pace with the 
former three-time World Champion 
around Las Vegas Motor Speedway. 

His advantage probably didn’t come 
from the motorcycle. After all, I was on 
the latest hardware available - a brand- 
spanking-new Honda CBR600; he was 
on a trusty. VFR800. I'd have to say that 
his edge came mainly from the fact that 
he was on his “home” track and I was 
just a visitor. Yeah, right. 

I was getting a private lesson from 
Freddie Spencer. But it wasn’t the same 
Freddie Spencer who won 15 AMA 
Superbike Nationals, not to mention 
more than a few AMA Formula One 
and 250cc races, before heading to 
Europe, where he captured three World 
Championships (two in the 500cc class, 
one in the 250cc class). In doing so, 
Spencer also became the first rider to 
win the 500 and 250cc titles in the same 
year when he pulled off the feat in 1985. 
When all was said and done, Spencer 
won 20 500cc GPs and seven 250cc GPs. 

That was a different Freddie Spencer. 

And to be honest, I didn't care much 

| for the early model. First of all, it killed 
me that he beat Kenny Roberts to win 
the 500cc World Championship in 1983. 
I'd known Roberts since he was a 16- 
year-old.teenager and I was just a kid. 
Although I'd never tell him, Roberts 
was a hero to me (oops, I guess he'll 
know now) and I thought he was the 
greatest rider to ever throw a leg over 
any kind of motorcycle. He could be a 
pain in the ass, but he had a certain flair 
- a way of making people really like 
him. He also rode my dad's bikes and, 
with blood being a whole lot thicker 
than water, I wanted anyone on dad's 
bikes to win. Kenny won, and he won a 
lot. Spencer finally stopped him from 
winning, and I couldn't forgive him for 
it. 

I never knew Spencer the way I knew 
Roberts. Getting to know him wasn't 
easy and, in Spencer's defense, I was 
Kel's kid and was probably viewed as 
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coming from within the enemy camp. 
When I first started covering races for 
Cycle News in 1985, Spencer was in 
Europe, doing battle with Eddie Lawson 
and Co. Since I was an honest-to-good- 
ness journalist trying to groom a high 
standard of ethics, I didn't outright root 
against Spencer as he battled Lawson, 
who happened to be on my dad's bikes. 
I still believed any story I wrote at the 
time was fair and honest, though I'd be 
lying if Га said I didn't want Eddie to 
beat Freddie. You know, with blood 
being thicker than water and all. I was 
also pretty good friends with Lawson, 
another pain in the ass who had a knack 
for making you like him. 

Spencer, however, always seemed a 
bit difficult for me to work with. His 
way of coping with the extremely high 
pressure of Grand Prix racing was to be 
a bit on the reclusive side. He kept to 
himself, and when you had to go 
through the somewhat embarrassing 
ordeal of Knocking on his motorhome 
door, it was usually someone else who 
answered. One year he even had a cam- 
era that pointed at his wanna-be visitors 
as they knocked on the door, and you 
always got the sense that he was there 
and just not answering. Although he 
was always polite if you did get an 
audience with him, getting a chance to 
chat wasn’t always easy. Although I still 
had a father named Kel, who was still 
across enemy lines at Yamaha with 
Lawson, I was trying to do a job, and 
sometimes I simply failed - like numer- 
ous other journalists - at getting what I 
needed from young Mr. Spencer. 

Yes, this Freddie Spencer is different. 

Now you get the feeling that a knock 
on Freddie’s door would bring the smil- 
ing 37-year-old running. You'd not only 
get Freddie, you’d get hospitality, 
friendly conversation and anything else 
he could possibly give you. 

I like this Freddie Spencer - and I 
especially like the Freddie you find 
when you show up at Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway. 

We all mature and grow old. A lot of 
us get married, have children and watch 
our hairlines steadily creep further 
away from our eyebrows. And Freddie 
Spencer is no different. He is no longer a 
three-time World Champion hiding out 
in a motorhome at Spa-Francorchamps. 
He's one of us. He just brings a few 
more racing credentials to the table. 

Freddie and I now have jobs that sort 
of parallel each other's. He works at the 
AMA Superbike races as a commentator

for Speedvision, and I'm still there cov- 
ering races for this newspaper. He's 
busy and I'm busy, but we always speak 
when we get the chance. 

I've also had the opportunity to visit 
him at his riding school in Las Vegas for 
the past two years as he's played host to 
our annual 600cc Sportbike Shootout. 
And he's been a gracious host when he 
really doesn't have to be. 

This year, Freddie showed up with 
the latest addition to the Spencer family 
- 10-week-old Jordyn Ashlee. You likely 
won't find a more proud father. Spencer 
is extremely content and happy with life 
after racing, and he's got the perfect job 
that allows him to get a fix when he 
feels the need for speed. 

And the man can teach. 

АП I did was suggest to Freddie that 
I was having a bit of trouble finding my 
way through one particular section of 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway. 

“Let me get my leathers on and I'll be 
right back," he said. 

The next thing I knew, I was follow- 
ing Spencer around the race track, his 
line never varying more than an inch or 
two, regardless of whether we were 
warming the tires or approaching my 
top speed. 

I, on the other hand, seemed to strug- 
gle when it came to going really slow, 
my line never varying more than a yard 
or three. I tucked in behind and we 
gradually picked up speed. He knew 
where he was going and he was amaz- 





ingly adept at having a feel for how fast 
I wanted to go on each and every lap. 
We finally got to the point where I was a 
bit on the edge, so he backed it off and 
let me lead for a while. Then he pulled 
off, content that I'd either gotten the 
hang of it or had little or no hope of ever 
getting the hang of it. 

The rest of my day at the race track 
was a lot more rewarding thanks to my 
laps with Spencer. I was suddenly able 
to go faster while also feeling smoother - 
and much safer. If you get the chance to 
go to a'Spencer-taught school, do it. 

Riding behind Spencer also gave me 
the chance to study a side of him I'd 
only seen from the other side of the 
wall. On a motorcycle, he is amazing. 
Lap upon lap around Las Vegas only 
seems to have further honed his already 
flawless technique. Following him 
around the race track got me thinking... 

What if I went to the bank, took out a 
loan and bought my very own Honda 
CBR600? I could get someone like Kevin 
Erion to build me a nice little Supersport 
bike. It'd be real fast; it'd handle really 
good. I'd get it all fixed up real nice and 
Га take it down to Daytona. Heck, I'd 
bring the family. 

And I'd let Freddie race it in the 
600cc Supersport race. 

I can see it now, me and Freddie in 
Victory Lane. Kel's kid and Kel's grand- 
kids, and Freddie Spencer and his kid - 
together, on top of the world.
